ITS DEDICATION AND REOPENING ON JUNK 
17th. 

It is hoped that the Public Library im- 
provements will he completed so that it 
can be reopened June 17th, at which timo 
it is intended to have Rome kind of dedica- 
tion exercises. The improvements made 
will astonish the general public when tho 
library is thrown open, as they are of a 
radical character, and have converted tho 
building into one of the best appointed 
ones of its kind. Fortunately the trustees 
have been able to have the advice ami assist- 
ance of Miss James, whose 17 years' ex- 
perience has made her a competent judgo 
of just what conveniences aud improve- 
ments will he of the greatest benefit to tho 
library. It is unfortunato for the library 
that Miss James is to leave, but Dr. Pierce, 
the superintendent, lias consented to fill 
the position for the remainder of the year, 
and although he has had no special train- 
ing for the difficult and complicated du- 
ties of librarian, he will have the assist- 
ance of the capable staff of assistants whom 
Miss James has trained up, and of whom 
she speaks in the highest terms. The first 
assistant, Miss Thurston, is an unusually 
competent and diligent librarian aud cata- 
logist, and she has had nearly seven years’ 
experience in the library. If she can bo 

E re vailed upon to remain there is no doubt 
ut that the library work will go satisfact- 
1 orily on. She is thoroughly posted on tho 
library work connected with the schools, ' 
which has come to he perhaps the most 
important part of the work done by tho 
library. 

When the library is reopened, the first 
surprise that will greet the visitors will be 
the light and cheerful entrance hall, witll 
its handsome oaken doors. On the right 
as one enters Edmands Hall, the delivery 
room, is the Fallow reference room, which 
lias been handsomely fitted ud in cherry, 
aud is a beautiful room. Back of Edmands 
Hall is the stack room, called Jones Hall, 
whose monitor roof makes every part well 
lighted, aud there seems to be* abundant 
shelf room. On the right is the librar- 
ian’s room, fitted up in quartered oak 
most of the designs beirg furnished by 
Miss James; this room connects with tho 
Farlow reference room, so that the librar- 
ian can be consulted easily. Ou the left 
of Jones Hall is the work room, where tho 
work of delivery for the various Newton 
agencies will be done. 

On the ground door is the newspaper 
room, to which new windows have been 
added, and in the rear is Cnaffin Hail, for 
magazines, a large, well lighted and venti- 
lated room. Ou the right is the room for 
government publications, and ou tfce left is 
the janitor’s room. The new door leading 
from the left of tire »aiu entrance directly 
to the lower rooms, will be a great conven- 
ience. Mr. Ken way’s work is very highly 
approved by the trustees aud librarian.and 
beauty has not been neglected, while util- 
ity has of course been the first objecL We 
have not room this week for a detailed de- 
scription of the improvements, but <»uly to 
give a general idea of the marked advance in 
all respects over the former building.

T1IK noxons PAID TO THE DEAD HEROES. 

Memorial Day dawned clear and pleasant, 
in spite of the stormy clays which had pre- 
ceded it, and the exercises of the day 
passed off according to program. At R..10 
a detail from Clias. Ward Post visited Mt. 
Auburn, and covered with flowers the 
graves of the comrades who were buried 
there. At 8.80 a detail accompanied by 
the Newton City Band, left the Newton 
station in barges and proceeded to tho 
cemeteries on Centre street, Winchester 
street. Upper Falls and Lower Falls, where 
tho same kindly deed was performed. At 
the latter place there was a short parade, 
the children from tho Pine Farm School 
taking part, having been drilled in march- 
ing for several weeks previous hy Major 
Crockett of the High School battalion. At 
the cemetery Uev. .1. B. Gould offered 
prayer, and Bev. Wm. G. Wells made a 
brief address on tho lessons of Memorial 
lUv, and tho honorable record left by some 
of the veterans who had died during tho 
year. There was a largo* attendance of 
citizens, and tho services though brief were 
impressive. 

AT NOON 

the members of Charles Ward Post had 
dinner at their headquarters, and at 1.80 
the line of march was formed on Walnut 
street, after which they proceeded to the 
corner of Watertown and Walnut streets. 
Here tho veterans were joined hy tho 
Claflin Guard, Capr. Benyon commanding, 
the IJi;h School Battalion under Mnjor 
Crockett, and the members of the various 
departments of the city government in 
carriages. The column moved in the fol- 
lowing order:

The column started at 2 V- and as 
they passed up Walnut street they were 
reviewed by hundreds of citizens, who 
filled the sidewalks and the lawns along 
the line of march. At every intersecting 
street there was a long line of carriages 
waiting to fall in, and evidently the citizens 
of Newton were not forgetful ot the sacred- 
iiuss of the day, nor the heroic deeds which 
were to be commemorated. At the High 
School building there was a short halt, 
while the High School Battalion tiled into 
the building land procured their arms. 
Upon reaching the cemetery the companies 
acting as escorts divided. while the veterans 
and members of the city government passed 
through, marching from the gateway to 
the .soldiers’ monument-. The veterans 
then decorated the graves of their dead 
comrades, after which tho line was lonncd 
and the monument to the unknown dead 
was covered with flow ors, after prayer hy 
Chaplain Chase. 

The line of march was then taken up and 
the column moved up Walnut to 
beacon, down Beacon to Centre, 
making a short halt tor the enjoy- 
ment of the hospitality, extended by citizens 
of that street, who always serve lemonade 
on Memorial Day, a large company of will- 
ing boys assisting. Coming down Centre 
street, the carriages halted on Church 
street, while the military companies 
marched down Vernon and through Kl- 
d ridge street to the Park. Heie a great 
t'lrqng of citizens had assembled, and car- 
riages were sta ioned several deep till round 
the Park. The Claflin Guard ai d the High 
School Battalion gave a dress parade, com- 
plimentary to tire Post, in which the youug- 
» r soldiers showed the results of caretul 
drilling, and the various evolutions were 
gone through with in excellent style. The 
parade was dismissed with the High School 
i attali >ii giving three rousing cheers lor 
Mr. E. ll. Cutler, Head Master ot the 
school, which was responded to ly enthu- 
siastic applause Iruin the audience assem- 
bled. . . 

IlltEKH PARADE. 

The line was formed with the Guard on 
(lie right ami the School I atia ion on the 
let*. Adjutant Bridges opt lied the ranks 
ami turned the line over to Chief Mai snail 
WTthurbee, who gave a uiiini.er oi move- 
ments in the manual of amis. The first 
sergeant reported and the < liief Mai shall 
declared the parade ilisinissi d. and they 
took up the march t<» the Boston A- Albany 
slaiioii. where the .companies broke tanks. 
Tho mulching of iho Bqitalion was very 
good indeed, and the efficient dmm corps 
was very inspiring. Drum Seigeaut Hop- 
kins, to whose efforts the success of the 
corps is due, acted as drum major, and ill 
t’ie dress parade headed the drums. 

THE NEWTON’ CITY 11 A Nil 
wore their new uniforms for the lirst time 
ami made a very handsome appearance. 
The iiiiiloi.m is dark blue, i rimmed with 
red and gold, the music was highly com- 
plimented on all sides, and Newton may 
well be proud of a band iliat acquits itself 
r>o creditably on its lirst public appearance. 
Their marching was also creditable, con- 
sidering Llial they have bad Very lit tie 
practice. Thu whole appiarancu of the 
Calk, witli its crowds oi people, the mar- 
tial music ami the military companies, 
reminded many present of the less peaceful 
scenes a tpuulci nf a century ago, when 
those who are now veterans were prepar- 
ing tor soi vice on the battle field. Happily 
those days have passed. I ul the sacrifices 
Hen made an not forgotten, as cadi 
Ma inoi ial pay gives ampl.e testimony. 

A MEMORIAL SERMON. 

At Eliot Hall Sunday evening, there was 
a very large attendance, and diaries Ward 
Post were present in a bodv. Tho address 
was delivered by ltvv. K. B. Palmer of the 
Home Missionary Society. Boston, who 
said that he had been called upon at very 
short notice, and therefore had but little 
time for preparation, lie delivered a very 
interesting address, however, from the 
text, “Quit ye like Men,” his main thought 
being that heroism was always present, 
and that the occasions did not create it, 
but only called it forth. The same hero- 
ism that made this a free country 100 years 
ago was also in the hearts of those who 
preserved >• a quarter of a century ago. 
IIi then spoke of the heroism displayed in 
private life 1 v devotion t» duty and to 
piiuciple, which a as just an real as that 


shown on tho field of battle. The Rpoakor 

also referred to tho heroism displayed by 
the three members of the Post who had 
died during the past year; one who 
filled a worthy place ns a private 
citizen, and was always a consistent 
and honored Uhristian; another who had 
iieen called to till various offices and had 
always discharged their duties faithfully 
and well; and the third, who. although ter- 
ribly maimed on the Held of battle, had 
borne his sufferings cheerfully and with- 
out complaint, and had bravely entered 
upon the duties of life, ami as long as he 
was able had done his part as a man and a 
citizen. The lesson taught by such lives 
as these was not lost, ana the same heroism 
they displayed upon tho battle-field re- 
mained in alter life. The address was a 
finely written discussion of tho subject, 
and was listened to with close attention. 
In closing the speaker said: “The war of 
material forces is done, the sword is ill its 
scabbard, the musket gathers mst upon its 
wall, but the war of ideas, the war of prin- 
ciples continues, and it matters much on 
which side we stand and serve. No richer 
tribute can we pay to the memory of our 
own dead than such a regard tor ilicir con- 
secration to the cause ot right as shall in- 
duce in us a consecration higher am) 
purer.” The choir rendered seveial a| - 
pro pH ate selections, and the services closed 
by tho singing of “ America, in which the 
congregation joined. 

Uev. \V. S. tluhhell. of Buffalo, N. A’., 
who was expected to deliver the address, 
arrived in Newton Saturday night, but was 
immediately recalled homo by the sudden 
death of a very near f i ieud, and the same 
sad event called Rev. Dr. Calkins lo 
Buffalo. 

AT NEWTON CENTRE. 

On Sunday evening a union memorial 
service was neld in tho First Church. In 
the alBcnce r ot the pastor by illness, Mr. 
William E. Webster presided. The service 
was opened by the quartette, who sang 
with much expression the ancient ie 
Deunt Laudanum; also later in the service 
Baruby’s “Sleep Tliy Last Sleep.” Respon- 
sive scripture reading was led oy Uev. Mr. 
Wheeler, pastor ot tno Unitarian Church. 
Prayer by Rev. Dr. Ciarke, oi Uie Metho- 
dist Church. Following Mr. A. L. liar- 
wood, Principal of the Mason School, spoke 
substantially as follows: 

“How rapid is the flight of time. A 
quarter of a century lias elapsed since 
President Lincoln ended lor seventy-live 
thousand volunteers, lor three mouths, to 
ciusli the rebellion which nad showed its 
head at Fort Sumpter. What u thrill 
passed through the nation; how tho 1 ice- 
men arose and shook olf their stupor and 
girded themselves lor the great conflict. 
Noble and prompt was the i espouse. The 
slave has long been tree in a union oi 
States cemented in blood and by the sound 
sense oi the people, winch now stamps <>uc 
and inseparable a federal union. The 
young men who Ijore the heat ot the stnie 
are now veterans; the old men of that tlpy 
are gone * whence no traveller returns. ’ 
Ask the young citizen who cast his lirst 
vote at toe nue Presidential election what 
he thinks ot the merits ol the questions 
which arose alter the battle ot Lud Run, 
or Lull's Uiull. or tho Red River expedi- 
tion. He will say that lie tliinks ui me 
battles much as ne does of Trenton and 
Saratoga, but to tho veterans it seems Lut 
as yesterday since 'lie guns ol Fort Sump- 
ter echoed aud re-echoed among our North- 
ern hills, it therefore well coins us to 
once in the round year, even on tho doth ol 
May, reheaise the story which a gratelul 
people will ever sing oi our noble citizt n 
soluieiy, woo when Lhe war was over earn**, 
gladly oack to peace. Recall the name and 
memory oi Lincoln, even as on the Fourth 
oi July wo repeat Hie name of Washing- 
ton. it is lilting that we should remember 
those who went forth lroin tins communi- 
ty ; yea. at this hour it is a sacred duty to 
honor here lhe name ot one whose exa.ted 
patriotism and noble devotion to the cause 
ot his country kd him to Usk all lor her 
lienor, whose name is this year added lo 
the rot* ot the departed, Stillman C. 
Spaulding. By such men was ilie supei- 
SLIUCIUIO of the Union held together, it 
is due to those who louglit our battles on 
land aud sea that we cherish .most- loudly 
their memory and their deeds. Young 
men, let it never bo said ol you that you 
are uumindlui oi lhe rich inheritance be- 
queathed you. Our lile was preserved by 
• •in citizen soldiery , not by hirelings; so 
limy it ever be. Rome was sale deitiuled 
by her own sous, out when Maiius tilled 
his legions w ith hirelings site succumbed to 
stronger aims, it is a matter of congratu- 
lation that the bload ocean rolls between 
us ami any loreigu powei. Whin the war 
closed wimt anxiety was telt io*»v the auny 
created oy the gigantic civil war shou.d 
not Lc peaceably absorbed hi tno mutuary 
occupations ol life; how utuo i.ul we m.- 
d el's la m I the American eouiur, who so 
readily laid down tno sworn iur the nitvi, 
anil became as sii oiig in peace as ic was 
oiave in war. Vi uriuy is Hie Grand Auny 
ot the glory that it bust's. The uitueriying 
principle m our goveiniuuni was leiseiy 
siautl by President Linconi in his Gettys- 
burg aduiesS, A govetunielllol the people, 
lor the people, oy the people.’ Ibis is the 
source 1 rom which the Untied Siaiu* Gov- 
ernment derives us power. Out vvliat was 
the stale ol lhe stave stales in iSOO? i here 
uni e hundred thousand laiuiiies coiitroin d 
tour million slaves aud twiee as many 
whiles, and not one iiihii in twenty lmd a 
light to vole. Human progress is slow, 
bineeruly both North aud £>outli received 
the shock ol battle. Tho cm so of slavery 
was rein #ved. Umildllio war have uecu 
limn rtakeii ii they could have foreseen the 
end? Never. Had they succeeded ami we In d 
seen a mighty slave empire grow up among 
its, how darkly would the sun ».f lioeity 
settled in gloom. Thanks be to God, that 
that old flag wares in honor over sixty 
millions ot pcoplt , dwelling on three aim a 
half millions ul aetts, < lie ol many . a« cold- 
mg lo iis motto. Fellow miixt ns, it la- 
conics us to see that c.onuptiou hides its 
head; that we, by virtue, oy vigilance, hy a 
Indy appreciation of our good hciitagi, 
honor aud defoiid our noble ship oi state.’ 

Thu -ervicc closed w ith singing, followed 
by a oeiiediciion by Kcv. Dr. Clsitku. A huge 
and interested congregation was present. 
It was stated by Mr. Webster that Rev. T. 
J. Holmes had purposed to prepare a dis- 
course for this occasion, Imt on account of 
illness was unable to do so, so that Mr. 
Harwood had generously consented to give 
this address, which he had previously pre- 
pared.

NEWTON 70 YEARS AiRO. 

(Written lor the Graphic.) 

NO. 3. 

Great ns lias been the change in the out- 
ward appearance of Newton in the last 70 
years, rite change in the habits, customs 
and domestic economy of tite people has 
been full as great. 

In tlioso times our houses were warmed, 
or attempted to be warmed, hy wood tires 
in open chimneys. Furnaces were unknown. 
Dr. Franklin had invented a wood burning 
iron stove of excellent design, hut it was 
not in common use. Double windows had 
not been thought of. Thu cooking was 
done at open fire-places. Benjamin Thomp- 
son of Massachusetts, better known ns Count 
Kumford, had invented an ingenious cook- 
ing range, and my father had one in his 
house, but our good old Yankee cook de- 
clined to use it, and roasted her beef and 
her turkey before the open blnzc. Anthra- 
cite coal still reposed under the soil, and 
bitumonous coal like most other luxuries 
came from England. Water would freeze 
in winter in all rooms of the house, and I 
have seen the ink freeze on my father's pen 
as he sat writing before the tire. Lucifer 
matches had not appeared, and our fires 
wore lighted with flint and steel in a tinder 
box, the use of which is long since a lost 
art, and happily so — for to use it in a dark 
winter morning was a sore trial to the 
flesh. 

Most people slept on feathers and woolen 
sheets, made comfortable hy the warming 
pan; an utensil as unknown in the present 
generation as the spinning wheel, except- 
ing where it is some times found hanging 
on the wtill as an archaic ornament. As 
for lights, tallow caudles in the kitchen, 
those of spermaceti in the parlor, made 
darkness visible?— brass lamps wore also in 
use led with whale oil, which must be 
melted in winter before it could ho burned, 
and never gave anything but a dim light. 
Perhaps no single discovery lias given so 
much real comfort to the world as that of 
petroleum and its products, whick. allow 
the poor man the cheap uso of a light which 
70 years ago money could not (dirchase. 
How we managed to read by thosir lights is 
a mystery to me. But much less reading 
was done, as there was little to read com- 
pared with the present duy. 1 remember 
the early numbers of the North American, 
and a collection of essays and poems called 
“The Anthology” — also there was a pon- 
derous periodical named “The Portfolio,” 
the contents of which required stronger di- 
gestive powers than the modern reader 
possesses. 

There were few American books— Mrs. 
Ho wsou had written a novel or two, Miss 
Hannah Adams published by subscription 
in 17UU, A History of New England, a solid 
8 vo. volume, printed for tite author in Ded- 
ham hy H. Maine, and with a long list of 
subscribers at the end, among whom I find 
these names of Newton: Col. Joseph 
Ward, ltcv. .Iona. Homer, Hov. James Free- 
man. General Win. Hull and Joseph Fuller, 
showing that even in those early times lit- 
erature was appreciated in Newtoe. Not 
till IHgg did Cooper publish “The Spy,” a 
book which excited much interest among 
the surviving soldiers of the Itcvolutiouury 
unity. Most of the literature was British, 


and we had to read in “Blackwood” and 
t ho Edinliutg Reviews contemptuous ami I 
savage attiicKH oil everything Annie an. 

In 1815 “WaVerly” was puolishc.u hi lios- 
ton,aml i remember that my father brought 
home a copy which lie had i onoaeil lot 
two days, and lead it uiouii U# the loiniiy 
elicit*. 

We got our news from Ihe “Columbian 
Centinel,” published weekly hy Major lien, j 
Hussell, an ardent Feiicialist. and baiiroi 
Thomas Jehersoii. The major was a goon 
portly man and a corpulent, of a clue. in. 
look ami a pleasing eye. ’ lie had been a 
soldier in the Revolution, and was some-, 
what hot of temper, as Ids editorial oppo- 
ponent of "The Chronicle*’ had occasion ! 
to discover. This Chronicle, being ilie 
Democratic oigan, was not seen uiteii in 
tlie houses of good Bostonians, as party 
spirit ran very high m those days, lines 
were strictly drawn, mid tiio Mugwump 
was unknown in politics. 

Most of tlie news in the C'ciitinel came 
from Europe, and was not very livsli, as it 
came in sailing ships perhaps a month on 
the passage. ITooaoly tlie First .Napoleon 
was a prisoner on hoard tie Bcltcrophoii 
he I ore Boston hid heard ot Waterloo. 
Steam and electricity hud not abolished 
time and space. 

We have many luxuries and conveniences 
now which were unknown 7U years ag«>, bn. 
we also have some inconveniences men un- 
known. 

Our cities ami towns were ruled by Auiei- 
ie.oiH, not by t*-o » ff -.com ings ot cuiropc. 
Domestic service w.«s pel loi tiled ny our 
own ptoplc, and they went by the name of I 
“help.” In 1815 there was, 1 think, Lut 
one Roman Catholic church in Massacliu- j 
setts, and the man whose prophetic vision | 
should have foretold that Boston would in 
1887 bo governed by an Irish may or and 
aldermen, would have risked a lunatic 
asylum. 

Life passed slowly and comfortably, with- 
out tiie in nvy stiaiu ini the nervous sy stem 
now so pnnaicut. and more lawyers, inm- 
isiers ami merchants died of gout and apo- 
plexy than of heart disease. The rubicund 
noses and rosy cheeks depicted on Stuiir .’s 
ciuvusscs early in the century, showed mat 
the men ot that day I olio wed tlie advice uf 
8*r John Falstnfl : "To abjure thin pota- 
tions, and addict one’s sell to sack.” 

There were lew very rich men, and few 
paupers. was a comfor.tablc estate; 

$50,0 JO was an iiuUpciuleut fortune; aiul a 
man with $100, OtX) was looked upon much 
as Astor or Jay Gould is at present. 

Newton 70 years ago was a pleasant place 
for boys. it contained large tracts of 
woodland where game abounded. We 
could lirnl rabbits, squirrels and partridges 
in State Hock woods, which lay along the 
| Worcester turnpikes, now Washington 
street, also wild pigeons in their season. 
The woodid hills lying between Bullougli’s 
Bond ami Upper Falls also c< n ained game. 

There were ducks at Squash End, a 
marshy region near the site of the present 
North Village, as I learn iroin a recent 
map. Around Bullougli’s pond snipes could 
be shot, and in Coolidge’s woods I could 
usually put up a brace of Woodcock. To 
kill them was a dilTerent matter, for my old 
cavalry carbine was an uncertain weapon. 

It had served in two wins, it had a flint 
lock, which absorbed much powder, which 
oiten failed to connect with that in the bar- 
rel, or did it so slowly that the game was 
often far away before the explosion came, 
and she kicked and scattered powerfully. 
When the percussion lock was introduced 
we gunners thought that the limit of in- A 
vent ion had been reached. Game had a 
good chance for life in those days; now the 
breech loa icr and the trained dog pick up 
tlie last survivor of the quail or woodcock 
tribes. 

In tlie Baptist pond, now Crystal lake, 
there were plenty of perch and shiners, a 
few pickerel and big turtles in the depths, 
which wo supposed to he unfathomable. 

Hammond's pond contained pout and 
eels, and in all the brooks there were trout. 

In the brooks which supplies Hullough’s 
pond I have taken trout weighing over a 
pound. Charles river, between the tails, 
abounded with perch and pickerel. 

Fruit was abundant, both wild and culti- 
vated. Blackberries, blueberries and huck- 
leberries grew in the pastures and flelds in 
great plenty, and sold for six cents a quart. 
Chestnuts, butternuts and hickoryuuts 
could bo got in any piece of woods. 
Peaches were as e»sy of cultivation as ap- 
ples. Plums and pears were plenty and 
good; cherries were so plenty that we could 
neither use or give away our surplus, 
though assisted hy the birds of (lie air. I 
have often sat in a cherry tree and eaten 
my till with half a dozen robhins and cher- 
ry birds tilling their crops above my head. 
Grapes and strawbenies were not much 
cultivated, and the varieties were few. As 
to apples, we had enormous crops of Pear- 
mains, Baldwins, Roxbury russets, Sweet- 
ings and many othei>, the surplus of which 
we mnife into cider, of which every farmer’s 
collar contained a good stock. 

Of vegetables we had most of the same 
kinds winch are now cultivated. The crops 
of potatoes were much larger, not being in- 
fested with insects. 1 think three to four 
hundred bushels to tho acre was not un- 
common. Corn, rye and oats were the 
main crops, with hay on most of the land, 
there being a goon market for it in Boston. 

1 remember the tirst tomatoes. Dr. Free- 
man brought the seed from Baltimore ! 
about 1830. and sowed them in his garden; j 
when tlie tirst appealed, not knowing how 1 
to cook them, they were fried in a green 1 
state and were found to bn unpalatable, as j 
indeed they were to some people when j 
ripo, and tlie taste for this greatly prized I 
fruit was long in establishing itself.

The Graphic docs not behove in boast- 
ing, but its Newton subscription list is now 
larger than that of any other publication, 
local or otherwise, 'lids is quite an ad- 
vance over a year ago, but the new names 
keep coming in, 42 new subscribers having 
been added during the month of May, 
while the newsdealers sell a total of o() 
more Ukaimiics than nt the beginning of 
last month. During the past year the in- 
crease of sales at the news rooms is 
shown by such facts as these: one news- 
dealer has increased his weekly order from

Some of our citizens who are not well ac- 
quainted with the facts in the case seem to 
be surprised nt the excitement which has 
sprung up over the dismissal of Mr. Cutler. 
A few of thorn ask, why not leave such 
things to tiio decision of the school board? 
and, why should we assume that the board 
has not acted judiciously? The answers 
are these: The school hoard does not re- 
flect the sentiments of parents and citizens, 
and has ignored the petitions of pupils and 
patrons numerously signed, asking that 
Mr. Cutler bo retained. 

It is reported that some individuals have 
scouted at the idea that the citizens have 
any right whatever even to make a sug- 
gestion. We have now for the first time a 
sew doctrine propounded; that while presi- 
dents and governors and senates may be 
petitioned a school board inay not be ap- 
proached, even with bated breath and hum- 
ble reverence. Is it any wonder that there 
is a stir? 


Ox the third page of this issue will 
be found the last of the series of articles on 
“Newton Seventy Years ago,” which we 
have been publishing the past winter. The 
writer says that lie has about exhausted 
his reminiscenciep. He gives a very graphic 
description of the social and domestic life 
of. those far off days, since when Newton 
has made almost incredible progress. 
Where our correspondent used to hunt part- 
ridges and other game with bis old travail y 
oar bine and flint lock, there are now stalely 
villas and handsome lawns, ami books have 
become so numerous that the appearance 
of a new novel is not an event woitli notic- 
ing. When ••Waverly” firsr appeared, the 
writer says that his father was so fortu- 
nate as to be able to borrow a copy in Hus- 
ton for two days, during which he read it 
aloud to his family. We are better off in 
these days, thanks to our public library, 
but it is doubtful it the books we skim 
through do us half as much good. People 
read thoroughly in those days, as tiny did 
most other things. 


The charge is made with a great deal of 
solemnity, and it is said t<» have been used 
with great success upon one of the waver- 
ing members of the school committee, that 
Mr. Cutler was once found asleep in his 
private room at the lli.li School, and the 
story is more or less highly embellished. 
Any one who has ever been in the High 
School building at recess would leaiize the 
ridiculous nature of this charge, and it 
might justly be stigmatized as a complete 
falsehood, and a malicious one at that. 
Tne person who staitcd this absurd story 
knew that Mr. Cutler never wept to sleep 
in the High School building at recess. It 
is line the stories about the 17 secret so- 
cieties. the e;a**s of ’iHJ holding a lyceum 
immtiug in yho building evenings without 
any adult being present, and the dozen 
others that have been invented.

All that the public have to rely on 
for official inhumation in rugaiTl to Hie con- 
dition of our schools is the "Annual Report 
of the School Committee,” which contains 
also the Report of the Superintendent of 
schools. A carefui examination of these 
reports for the last two years will convince 
any fair minded reader, that either the re- 
ports or the charges against Mr. Cutler aio 
false. These reports and the removal nm- 
not be reconciled, and demand an explana- 
tion. Is if just ior the committee and the 
Miperintt mient to issue to us, parents and 
taxpayers, a statement of the condition of 
our High School, of which \\e have been 
so justlj proud, and then by removing the 
bead master, establishing beyond a doubt 
the tact that their official report is false? 

I know that many others share my 
opinions and hope that your columns will 
l o open to others who can do tiie subject i 
justice. In closing I would like to pay the 
tribute of gratitude we all owe to the mem- 
bers of the committee who so manfully 
took their stand for the right against an 
overwhelming majority.

The Late Military Unpleasantness. 

Editor of tho Ghai>iuo: 

As tlie disagreement between the officers 
of tho High School battalion and their mil- 
itary instructor on Decoration day, which 
has now been satisfactoiiiy adjusted, may 
he misunderstood or misrepresented, per- 
mit me to make a correct and impartial 
statement of tlie matter. 

The state law requires that tho parade 
underarms of such a school battalion shall 
he "under the superintendence of their 
teachers." Tho military instructor. Capt. 
Brown, proposed to accompany and super- 
intend them on the march, as he had 
a right to do, hilt tlie officers 
received the impression that he proposed 
to take command. Mr. Brown says that 
there was no reason or ground for such an 
impression, and that liis intention was 
merely to accompany them and make sug- 
gestions if needed. But in somo way tlie 
impression was received, and as this had 
never been done before, and seemed to 
them to unjustly reflect on tlie capability 
of their major, they declined to agree to 
liis proposal, and tho battalion was 
asked to vote whether they would bo 
commanded by the major or the military 
instructor, ana voted unanimously in favor 
of the major, whereupon the military in- 
structor told the several captains to dismiss 
their companies, which was done, tho guns 
were put hack into the racks, and tlie boys 
took position in the procession without 
the guns. 

This condition of things was then re- 
ported to tlie mayor, who was confined to 
his house by illness, and lie believing that 
tho vote of the school committee author- 
izing the parade would carry with it the 
proper supervision by the teachers, gave 
an order or permission for the hattal ion to 
take their guns, which they, not fully un- 
derstanding the legal bearing of the case, 
did, and went through the parade as usual, 
except that the military instructor was 
not in attendance. 

As this involved a breach of the require- 
ment of the law and of discipline, tho mat- 
ter was laid before tlie officers, who have 
since made a proper and manly acknowl- 
edgement and apology for their error, 
which is satisfactory to tho military in- 
structor. and matters have been restored 
to a satisfactory footing.

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of real estate may 
bring to tlie Assessor* «*f tlie town or city where 
such real estate lies, nt tlie time specified for bring- 
ing in the list as piovided in section thirty-eight of 
chapter eleven'of tlie Public Statutes, a ■ statement 
tui'ier oath, of the amount due on each separate lot 
or parcel of such real estate, and the iinme nnd res- 
idence of every holder nil interest therein ns a mort- 
gagee and mortagor. When such property is situ- 
ated in txvo or more places, or when a recorded 
mortgage includes for one sum two or more estates 
or parts of an estate, nn estimate of tlie 
amount of tlie mortgagee’s Interests in each estate 
or part of an estnte shall he given i.n such state- 
ment. Tlie Assessors shall, from such statement 
or otherwise, ascertain tlie proportionate parts of 
such estates that are tlie interests of mortgagees 
nnd mortgagors, respectively, nnd shall asses* tlio 
same. Whenever, iu any case of mortgaged Real 
Estate, a statement is not brought in ns herein pro- 
vided, no tax for thcjjien current year on such real 
estate shall he invalidated for the reason tlmt u 
mortgagee’s interest therein lias not been nssessetl 
lo him. 


SHIPPING. 

Shipping ami hnslnes* income are not taxable to 
a firm, hut each resident partner must include these 
Items in ids individual return. Owners and agents 
of ships and vessels engaged in tlio foreign carry- 
ing trade, are referred in Sections 8 nnd 9, of Chap- 
ter II of tlie Public Statutes, for tlie form of return 
required to obtain exemption 110111 luxation upon 
the valuation of such property. 

Any person bringing in a ll*t of all 111* taxable per 
somil property will ho assessed upon tlio valuation 
thereof, ami any per*. m neglecting to furnish tho 
Assessor* with such list within tlio lime above 
specified, will he doomed nt n legal meeting of the 
Board of Assessors, agreeably to tlio laws of this 
Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
personal property must ho in writing nnd subscrib- 
ed under oath before tlie Assessors, on or before the 
thirteenth day of June, ami Hint the personal prop- 
erty of all taxable persons must ho estimated by 
tho hoard. notxvitliHtandlng any verbal statement 
or informal written communication to any one or 
more of tlie Assessors.— Puli. Hint., Chap. 11, Sec. 
39 nnd 41. When a person has failed to bring in a 
list or schedule of all hi* taxable property in con- 
formity to till* notice, no abatement of a tux asses 
sed 011 deraonul estate to such person, can lie grunt- 
ed "unless Mich tax exceeds by more than fifty per 
cent, the a.iiouut xx lilcli would have been assessed 
to that person on personal estule it lie had season- 
ably brought in said list; and if said tax exceeds 
by more than llity per cent, the said amount, tlie 
abatement shall bu only of tlie excess above the 
said fifty percent.’’— Bub.

SOME INSIDE HISTORY OF TIIF. MOVEMEMT 
AGAINST MU. CUTLER. 

The i'olinxvimg whs written (hy one sonic dis- 
tance from Newton) previous to the indignation 
meeting xml withdraws! hy Mr. Cllttcr of his resig- 
imtion, hut win not received until alter his resig- 
nation; hence it was uoi published lit the timo it 
was received, hut since die notion of the School 
Boni'd, at their lust meeting, we are requested to 
publish it : 

Kditor of the Ghaimiic: 

The Alumni of the Newton Hiidi School, where- 
ever they nmy he, will learn with sincere regret 
the announcement of Mr. Cutler’s resignation. 
This is < "-proudly true of die classes that have come 
under his personal supervision. They admired 
hint for his scholarship and ability ns a writer and 
thinker, loved him for his kindness, courtesy and 
unfailing interest in their welfare ; esteemed him 
as a friend and respected him as a man ami as a 
Perfect gentleman. To those qualities of mind and 
heart that make a successful and beloved teacher 
was added iu him a rare scholarship that comman- 
ded the respect of his associates in the educational 
world. 

But it has not been in his school alone that Mr. 
Cutler has made friends. Dining hin five years’ 
residence among us he has won the respect and 
iricmUhip ot liis fellpxv citizens, and the regret is 
widespread that the city should lose so faithful and 
able a toucher and a respected citizen. Mingled 
with this regret is a feeling of indignation at the 
manner iu which the resignation was Brought 
about. To one conversant with the inside history 
of our school affairs for the past two years the out- 
come is hot surprising. A certain set in tlie School 
Board have subjected the Head Master of the 
Newton High School to petty annoyances that 
have ut last driven him to resign. The trouble, 
so fur as an outsider cun judge, began with the 
"two session plan,” our worthy Superintendent’s 
pet liobhv, ami tlie defeat of which seems vet to 
rankle. Our readers will remember that this was 
the scheme so roundly condemned by Dr. Mowrv, 
Col. lloim r B. Sprague and other prominent edu- 
cationalists. Mr. Collar, as desired by the Com- 
mittee, gave his opinion before them, and opposed 
the plan. This was tlm only pait the Head Master 
took in the proceeding, blit apparently it was 
sufficient to arouse the enmity of the promoters of 
the measure. It was unjustly charged that he hud 
incited the pupils 1o their opposition to the plun. 
The next move was an attempt to punish the High 
School Review for its share in the proceedings, and 
also to place Mr. Cutler in a disagreeable position 
by com milling him to examine the proof sheets 
beikire publication. The good sense and justice of 
the Board would not consent to this, however. 
These are specimens of the attempts made to muke 
the Muster feci that his incumbency of the Master- 
ship was objectionable to u certain portion of the 
Board. 

NVe regret that Mr. Cutler saw fit to resign, for 
we believe that the vast majority of the people 
desire him to remain, and feel grateful to him for 
liis past services. Those who huve children par- 
ticularly regret his resignation. 

Envy and enmity have done their work. Now 
let them look to their explanation to the public. 

“People who live iu glass houses should not 
throw stones,” aji I some of nur esteemed school 
officers muy find themselves thus domiciled. The 
appointment of u new Head Master will be watched 
with interest to see whether or not he is a personal 
friend of certain school officers. It is rumored that 
a certain teacher, who is suspected of playing a 
double game, thinks he holds the trump cards for 
the new deal.

The board of Aldermen met Monday 
evening, Aldermen Tint-wood, Johnson, 
Nickerson, Pettee, Grant and Hollis being 
present, Mayor Kimball presided.

L. Furber and 80 others asked for a 
gravel sidewalk on Cedar and Mill streets, 
stating that this was a thoroughfare for a 
large number of the High School pupils; 
referred to the Highway Committee. 

The report of the school board commit- 
tee on ventilation of the High School 
building, detailing what had been done 
there, and asking tor money to put in ven- 
tilators in other school buildings during 
the summer, was received and referred to 
the committee on public property. 

H. L. Brown and 14 other residents of 
Ward 3 asked for a tire alarm signal box on 
Webstar Park; referred to the lire commit- 
tee. 

A communication was received from 
Mrs. Ida H. Blaisdell, complaining of the 
unlawful use of her"land by the city for 
drainage, and asking lor tho payment of 
$131, as compensation for damages. Tho 
land has been so used since last Novem- 
ber, and is situated on Homer and Cedar 
. streets; referred to the Highway Commit- 
tee. 

Granville Fuller asked for concrete side- 
walks in front of liis property on Boyd 
street, promising to pay one half the cost; 
referred to the street committee. 

Alderman Grant read a petition for the 
establism.ient of public bath houses, and 
asking that a sum be appropriated for that 
purpose. It was signed by 1). C. Heath, 
Ex-Governor Claflin, A. F. Upton, F. A. 
Dewson and about 50 other prominent citi- 
zens; referred to the public property eoiu- 
mittec. 

Alderman Harwood read the report of 
the special committee on the Mayor s Mes- 
sage, endorsing its recommendations, and 
recommending that that portion, referring 
to an amendment makiug the terms ot 
service two years instead ot one be re- 
ferred to a special committee. Tho public 
play ground plan was heartily endorsed, 
amt that lor public bathing houses was re- 
ferred to the Boaid of Health. 

The recommendations for having names 
painted on the school houses; for laying 
out the street leadiug to the Lower Falls 
Foot bridge ns a public way; for high ser- 
vice in the water department; for incandes- 
cent lights at City Hall; in regard to the 
city farm, etc., were referred to appropri- 
ate committees.

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EDUCATION AND THE NEIVTON 111(111 
SCHOOL. 


At first thought every past, member of 
the High School must regret and sympa- 
thize with ity present difficulties anil 
troubles. At second thought we may he 
glad that the way has been thereby open- 
ed for a needed icform. 

Good is good all the world over. In its 
best sense beauty is but good in a higher 
state of development toward the perfect. 
Modern students of aesthetics have formu- 
lated the definition that beauty is a unity 
of variety, Beauty also is beauty all the 
world over, and in every case the defini- 
tion fits. It fits in our High School. The 
beauty of a school lies in its being a unity 
of varieties, in its being a whole, every 
oart fitting in to every other part, every 
energy at work lor the good of the whole, 
every person and every department fulfil- 
iug his function; and in its making of its 
pupils individ nils, each with his own 
strong special enaracter, developed by a 
wiso course of training suitable to his 
special nature. Educators do not wish to 
turn machine-made articles, all alike, out 
of any school. ’’If the unity can be pre- 
served, the beauty is intensified by more 
and more variety.” 

In 1832 there was very littlo class or 
school feeling among the pupils of tho X. 
H. 8. The Head Master’s discipline had 
been considered very severe, lie had per- 
haps not fully adapted himself to the 
school. Every child is diiTcrcnt from 
every other, autl needs a different training. 
It follows that it is so with schools. 
Schools have their individual tendencies 
and influences as well as do children, and 
each lias to be ruled in a somewhat differ- 
ent way. It is some time belore a stranger 
can wisely train a child. It is logical that 
it should be the same in a school. It is a 
fact that no ono will dispute that the loyal 
feeling in the High School at present is in- 
tense. School loyalty is a good thing 
until it is carried too far. Perluips it is in 
danger of being carried too far in this 
school, if so. it should be considered. For 
the present, it is a lact, and how did it 
come about? Several influences were at 
work. Tho Head Master, as he understood 
the school better, was growing more and 
more popular. Pupils who have a common 
feeling of respect for tho man who lias tho 
most power in a school become united. 
There was more social intercourse outside 
of school between some of tho pupils. 
Social intercourse in a school can be car- 
ried too far; but there was not .enough 
then to be harmful, and it did its work in 
creating school feeling. In 1885 appeared 
the two session plan. It will not bo dis- 
cussed in detail here. It is, however, a 
fact that tho school feeling was then suffi- 
cient to unite the boys of all the classes 
into an organized body to oppose it. They 
had the sympathy and good-will of the 
girls. The plan failed to obtain support 
and did not go into operation. How much 
thu boys did to defeat it, docs not bear 
upon this subject; but it resulted in mak- 
ing the school, as far as the Head Master 
and scholars wore concerned, a whole in 
feeling. Opposition lias always done this 
in history. What made thu English a 
united people, instead of so many Nor- 
mans and so many Saxons, was having a 
common enemy in tho French. Other 
events have aided in strengthening school 
feeling, and in I riiudug it to its present 
state. They a c so 10 :unt that the effects 
must be familiar to all. The calisthenic 
drill was one event; tho controversy about 
military drill another. Tho feeling has 
reached its height with tho action of tho 
school committee in regard to retaining 
tho services of Mr. Cutler as Head Mas- 
ter. 

1 have intimated that the opposition of 
committee, parents and pupils to the two 
session plan had to fight an enemy of 
school good. Wo wish to think that those 
who supported that plan acted from tho 
most ho iest motives, and were simply mis- 
taken, from a failure to see what was best 
for the school, and a lack of knowledge as 
to modem methods of education and phi- 
losophy. Tho two session plan strikes 
at the basis of school good, inasmuch as it 
is a death-blow to unity. Any one can 
make the application. The pupils who op- 

{ lose it could not have argued it, perhaps, 
mt they felt distinctively that it was an 
evil, that it was an evil that affected them, 
and they opposed ir. Who will deny then- 
right? 

This trouble at tho High School lias 
brought matters to a pass, where the 
policy of the committee must bo examined 
by the citizens. 1 have pointed out tho 
fallacy in the two session plan. It did not 
pass tho committee but it can he ascertain- 
ed what members favored it, what is their 
present policy and whether their authority 
as an argument in tho recent decision is 
unshadowed and undoubted. Another 
minor matter must bo again recalled to 
mind — for straws sometimes show tho di- 
rection of tho wind. That is the attempt 
to curtail the freedom of tho Review edi- 
tors, introduced into tho committee, I 
think, by Mr. Philbrick. Tho last statement 
is open to correction. It is unnecessary to 
say that that strikes at the foundation of 
Democratic principles, and would bo a 
harmful idea to inculcate in tho minds 
of boys who are supposed to bo ii train- 
ing for citizens of tho United States. 
Neither is it necessary to follow tho moral 
drift of such an idea. Any person can see 
that it is a mistaken one. 

The only members of tho committeo 
who can judge of thu state of tho school 
from constant personal observation, from 
1882 to 1887, arc Mayor Kimball, Dr. Shinn, 
and Mr. Fisher Ames. This is chiefly be- 
cause thoy have entered into tho interests 
and lifo of tho school, heartily and wisely; 
and this can bo proved, inasmuch as thoy 
were tho only members who were known 
by sight by tho majority of tho scholars. 
During the past year, it is said, this has 
been changed, that especially in Novem- 
ber several other members were frequent 
visitors, notably Mr. Barton and Mr. Phil- 
brick. Once a year or thereabouts tho 
committeo in a body spend about four min- 
utes in each room. It was impossible, 
however, for all to know and remember 
who was who. There are several members 
whose very slight connections have been 
most pleasant, and whom muny pupils 
have wished would take more interest in 
High School matters. 1 have detailed this 
that tho citizens may understand that tho 
majority of tho commitioo came to their 
decisiou upon second-hand information. 


Tho reasons for the decision have not 
bocn officially made public. Competent 
authority lias given three, two of which 
are, if true, nonsensical reasons; the other 
in a measure, contains a tine statement of 
the state of the school, and will load di- 
rectly to tho real cause of the growing 1 
evils in the school. 1 refei; to the charge 
of poor discipline. 

Public school education has two princi- 
pal aims, moral training and intellectual 
training. As the demand increases for 
practical education, a third branch is be- 
ing added t > these, industrial training. 

Moral training is discipline. Wise edu- 
cators— Miss Alice E. Freeman is one — will 
say that the basal necessity of discipline is 
respect. The gentleman visitor who 
peruses the wrong page in Herodotus and 
looks intelligently Hist at the pupil trans- 
lating and then at the text, does not gain 
the respect of lyipils or teacher, not be- 
cause lie cannot read Greek— there are 
other ways of disciplining the mind besides 
Greok study — but because lie is not hon- 
est enough to say so. The teacher who 
cannot gain the respect of his pupils ns a 
man can have no light to he in authority. 
Children are olton good judges of charac- 
ter because their instincts are pure. The 
man who lots his physics or chemistry 
class behave with marked disorder for the 
first portion of a term, oven encourages 
them by a bright, witty saying quite often, 
and then on a morning when lie is not feel- 
ing very well, descends upon tho whole 
class, telling them they know it is a rule 
of the school never to whisper, and ex- 
cuses half of them from further lecitation 
till they apologize, does not gain any re- 
spect by so doing. It is a notorious fact 
among High School pupils that this has 
been the case, not only once, but several 
times in classes of the sub-master, and yet 
it seems to be unknown to Mr. Philbrick. 
The teacher wl;o tells a boy after sonic dis- 
obedience that the matter is settled, and lie 
will i-ay nothing about it, and goes direct- 
ly to the Head Master and demands that it 
bo reported to the boy’s parents, and after 
making several appointments with them, 
fails to keep any of them, loses tho re- 
spect of the boy, the teacher and parent. 
A Head Master’s position in such cases is 
not an enviable one, especially if tho sub- 
master is “the only person in the High 
School who lias the courage to open his 
moot. i against anarchy,” and has shown in 
many little ways that he is opposed to his 
superior. Mr. Cutler, with his profound 
insiglir. into character, and with the justice 
that does not always condemn tho pupil as 
"oeessarily wrong, has in these cases and 
many others s iowii the greatest tact. 
Mr. Cutler’s uiscrction is perfect. Any 
member of bis senior classes who have 
known tho circumstances can witness it. 
This one of the secrets of the poor dis- 
cipline in the High School. There is an- 
other which, I am sorry to say, is due to 
the girls in the lower classes who, puffed 
up considerably by their advance in life, 
not only encourage littlo acts of impolite- 
ness and disorder toward lower teachers— 
w’lio are perhaps near-sighted and more oc- 
cupied with the lesson than their pupils 
—but tell of tho silly acts at home as a 
bright or cute thing, thereby influencing 
parents and citizens wlio.do not know tho 
school intimately. Tho girls or boys get 
over this in a short time; hut it is quite a 
fever while it lasts, as, having been one of 
the foolish girls in the fourth class, I have 
reason to know. A third secret (?) is a 
more important cause of disorder than may 
seem at first glance. That is the lack of 
a sufficient recreation ground. This can 
best be illustrated by a particular case. 

It is a beautiful day in May. liecess, 
spent in promenading tho streets, is just 
over. Every one feels that it is rather 
too had to be cooped up in an ill-lighted, 
ill-ventilated room with a hundred schol- 
ars, and to have tz recite on one of the 
dryest of Bacon’s essays. The teacher is a 
line English teacher, but she dislikes ex- 
cessively to be obliged to interrupt her 
recitation to stop disorder on the baek 
seat. Now put yourself in the place of the 
teacher and judge if the following action is 
not provoking. Every boy member of the 
class is particularly interested in a place 
on the ceiling. A boy recites and for a 
moment pays attention to his book, but 
as ho finishes up go his eyes toward the 
same spot. You look cautiously, but can 
s^o nothing; you take oil' your glasses and 
wipe them and then look, and the school 
is amused, for after all that is just what 
they wanted you to do, for there was 
nothing thore in the first place. If any one 
docs not see the fun, and doesn’t think that 
it takes energy to look at ono spot in the 
ceiling for half an hour, let him try it. I 
am far from upholding such an act of im- 
politeness, hut some of that superfluous 
energy might have been exercised at re- 
cess, and tho blame for such a scene doeB 
not lie wholly with pupils or teacher. I 
also believe that this is a fair example of 
tho worst discipline in Miss Rich’s classes. 

Any wiso educator or thoughtful person 
will say that there are two Kinds of teach- 
ers who have a right to teach; one, tho 
born teacher who will teach anything well, 
and tho other the specialist who knows 
more of his subject than his fellows. The 
specialist may or may not bo a good dis- 
ciplinarian, may not be ablo to teach prac- 
tically the principles of moral philosophy. 
That is tho ono fault liable in a special 
education, that it does not tend to develop 
the mind most systematically, every power 
alike. There is room and work for all 
good teachers. The greatest tcachor is the 
born teacher who is the tine scholar at tho 
same time. Miss Caroline Spear is such a 
teacher. Mr. Cutler, with his rare scholar- 
ship, is another. Any unprejudiced mem- 
ber of the committee, any citizen, who 
caves to investigate tin matter, will find 
that this is thu truth. Any thoughtful 
graduate or under graduate of the school, 
of tho last five years, will agree with me. 

Miss Evelyn Rich is a superior ti a -her in 
English, the only (regular) superior English 
teacher in the school— in her line she is a 
specialist. Rut she has not a talent for gov- 
erning 50 scholars, in a miserable atmos- 
phere, at one time, other than making 
them interested in their study— which they 
have learned to dislike in lower classes, — 
and in gaining the respect due to a woman 
of a true character from every scholar. 
The committee will pardon us who, as 
seniors, have so often had her help and ad- 
vice, and have been mot half way, and 
heartily, if we think they have made a 
second mistake in not reappointing her to 
thu position. 

The great object of intellectual training 
is to obtain original thiukiug from the 
pupil. How many scholars in the High 
School like original problems in Geometry? 
How many like to write compositions? If 
the majority do not, thu teaching is at 
fault. The whole tendency of the century 
is for every man to progress by his own 
thinking, lu that lies the only possible 
solution of the labor question. It is in 
every movement. The atmosphere is full 
of it. Tho very children have caught it. 
In tho High School, this energy should bo 


applied to lesssoiis, that is a function of a 
school, ll the teaching is poor, this is no 
done. Wlnit is tin- result In the Newton 
High School to-da) ? The answer is very 
clear. Undue prominence given to Militaiy 
Drill by the students because there is an 
opportunity to plan; an unusual impetus 
given to social life, —there is always oppor- 
tunity for original work there with a certain 
class of students, as of parents; the forma- 
tion of a school paper, with which other 
papers frAm schools of the samo grade 
cannot be compared, a paper Which has 
oven troubled members of the school com- 
mittee; and the rise of a school lyccum of 
tho highest order. Energy in boys and 
gills is a good tiling. It is thu duty of 

i mrents, of committee, of teachers, to wisc- 
y direct it. 

Citizen.* cannot reform the school by 
striking at the drill, or the social life, or 
the paper, any more than a tree can be de- 
stroyed by cutting off some ot the brandi- 
es. You must dig at t ho roots. 

Students of tho High School have always 
stood among the first rank in college or 
in the Technology. The college course in 
Newton is excellent; it is under Mr. Cutler’s 
personal direction. I am far from saying 
that the other departments are so poor 
that a boy with an object in view, cannot 
go into the Technology or any other school 
well prepared. It hurts any member of 
my class of ’80, to have to say ono word of 
faultfinding with “our” school. Some of 
us are attached to even the apparent weak- 
nesses, like tho atmosphere of Mr. Davis's 
room, and the newest old Gazatccr pub- 
lished somo twenty years back. It will 
seem unnatural to us to have it all changed. 

Tho majority of tho school committee 
have decided on the question of retaining 
Mr. Cutler as Head, Master, without person- 
al knowledge, and on second-hand informa- 
tion. It is not for me to judge further. 
The premises aro supplied, let Newton in- 
telligence deduce the conclusion. I have 
wished to establish three propositions; one, 
that there is need for a reform in the High 
School, another, that the committee’s action 
toward that reform lias been so lar unwise, 
and last, that the truest test of a master’s 
character and ability lies in the opinions 
and affections of his pupils and the alumni. 

One of the most sensible reasons for re- 
form in tlio school, notwithstanding sonic 
of its luiiiiy aspects, was given by a West 
Newton gentleman, who had never had a 
child in the school, and knew nothing 
about it personally — who said that he ob- 
jected to tlie hoys of Newton “running the 
High School,” and that he didn’t see why 
the citizens didn’t elect them as committee, 
and be done with it. That hits the nail right 
on tho head. Tho parents and tho commit- 
tee should be acquainted with the school, 
the boys ought to be getting their lessons. 
Rut consider the situation, and then can 
we say that, if Die boys are in ilio right 
and tlie committee in the wrong, the right 
shouldn’t run the school? 

I would apologize for the questionable 
tasto of expressing opinions on this sub- 
ject, which is undoubtedly the province of 
the school committee; I would apologize 
to the parent who thinks that it is not for 
boys and girls “to criticize or suggest im- 
provements in tho conduct of the school 
system,” except that this matter lias gone 
beyond the question of taste. The com- 
niittco should have thought of that in tak- 
ing at least a polite notice of the “partisiau” 
meeting and its results. Loyalty, like 
good, is always made out of the’same stulY, 
Loyalty to one’s country strikes the, keynote 
of Decoration Day. Will boys who are in- 
tensely loyal to a living issue, fail in their 
loyalty to their country, should a vital need 
arise? Proper regard and respect, like all 
other regards in tlie world, must be based 
on worth. 

There has been no reason given for Mr. 
Cutler’s dismissal. Politeness never 
derogates from dignity. At the same time 
that this is true, the pupils of tlie High 
School and the citizens must not forget the 
gratitude they owe to the good sense of 
those committee members who opposed 
the two session plan, who were just in the 
matter of military drill, and 1 have heard 
that Mr. Rartou was one. who have done 
the best that they could to secure the 
much needed new High School building. 
Rut tlie question of Head Master as it 
stands, is not one of “personal opinions,” 
it is a question of right and wrong. Many 
times in history the instincts of the nation 
have proved better than the knowledge of 
statesmen.

AN INSIDE VIEW. 

The High School question continues to 
be tho most exciting topic of conversation, 
and it is surprising to find how little sup- 
port the majority of the committee receive 
from citizens who have had children at tho 
High School in recent years, or who have 
any personal knowledge of the school. 

in order to show tho situation from the 
standpoint of those who have been 
through the school, and who havo sinco 
been able to compare its excellences and 
defects with schools of a higher 
grade, we give in this issue a rather long 
bnt extremely well-written and thoughtful 
paper jfrom Miss Cora L. Stewart, who 
graduated last year aud is now a pupil of 
Wellesley College. Tho writer has evi- 
dently made a not entirely unsuccessful 
effort to be fair and impartial, and to treat 
all parties in the contest without prejudice. 
The article deserves a careful reading by 
all who are interested in our High School. 

Among the many excellent points made 
by the writer is this, which should be borne 
in mind by those who wish to fairly un- 
derstand the situation: “The only members 
of the committee who can judge of the 
state of tho school from constant personal 
observation are Mayor Kimball, Dr. Shinn, 
and Mr. Fisher Ames.” “Until the present 
year, they were tho only members who 
were known by sight to the majority of the 
scholars.” It is very significant that these 
three gentlemen voted for the retention of 
Mr. Cutler, while the majority of the com- 
mittee, who knew nothing of the school ex- 
cept what they learned from “second hand 
information,” voted against him, but have 
so far failed to give any explanation of 
their action. One of them when asked to 
do so, replied that it would do no good. 
“The public were too prejudiced and heat- 
ed.” We are sorry that the majority of 
the committee entertain such a low opin- 
ion of the Newton public. 


Tiie course of certain Boston papers in 
regard to the West End Land company 
does not offer much encouragement to cap- 
italists, who desire to build up and develop 
the resources of their own city. Here is a 
company whose stock-holders arc gentle- 
men of the highest respectability and char- 
acter, and who 6ee or think they see an op- 
portunity to benelit both the public and 
themselves by improvements or. the most 
liberal scale. When any reasonable ob- 
jection is made to any details of their pro- 
ject, they have shown the most perfect 
willingness to alter it, and yet certain pa- 
pers treat them as robbers and pirates, and 
exhaust all the arts of the demagogue to 
stir up public prejudice against them. No 
one denies that the street railway system 
of Boston is one of the worst in the world, 
that at certain hours of the day the delays 
of cars are such that hours are spent in go- 
ing from one point to another, when min- 
utes ought to suffice, and yet when a com- 
pany with abundant capital proposes to 
solve the problem of rapid transit, it is 
trolled ns Ibough it bad been guilty of

The Boston Herald says that the 
cause of public education would be great- 
ly benefited if every intelligent parent 
Would make it a rule to visit the 
schools in which be has children and make 
the acquaintance of the teachers. There 
is no dnuht of this, and it should be the 
duty of the parent to make such visits aud 
become acquainted with the merits and de- 
merits of t,he schools. They aro then able 
to talk intelligently of the school and of 
the teachers, and are not obliged to take 
their information at second hand. People 
who find tho most fault with our public 
school system and its details, are apt to be 
those who have never been inside of a 
school building since their school-days, and 
who do not oven know the teachers by 
sight. It is very easy for such people to 
be mistaken, to put the case as mildly as 
possible. 


Itemized bills of official entertainment 
ami junketing committees ought to be pro- 
hibited by law. as they always lead to 
trouble. As long as the citizens of Boston 
only knew in a general way of the great 
sum of money expended in entertaining 
Queen Kapiolani. they could endure it with 
resignation, but the publication of the 
specific sums spent for roses, champagne 
and other luxuries has caused no end of 
fuming. Things wore carried to such a 
ridiculous extent that the whole country is 
laughing at the revelations made. Boston, 
under its present city government, is a 
great place for visitois who want to enjoy 
a high old time at the public expense.

Field Day to Marblehead Neck. 

It is proposed by the Newton Natural 
History Society to hold a Field Day to 
Marblehead Neck on Saturday, June 18th.

Christ Before Pilate. 

Munkacsy’s great painting “Christ Be- 
fore Pilate,” is now on exhibition in Horti- 
cultural Hall, Boston, and was painted by 
the distinguished Hungarian artist, Michael 
de Munkacsy, in 1880 aud 81. The canvas, 
exclusive of the frame, measures 14 x 21 
feet, and contains thirty-eight life size 
figures. It illustrates the moment when 
Christ stood before Pilate and the latter 
asked Him, “Art thou the King of the 
Jews?” The picture has been exhibited in 
Paris, London. Vienna, Berlin, Stockholm, 
Buda-Pesth, Amsterdam, Brussels, Liver- 
pool, Manchester, and other European 
cities, where it was visited by over two 
millions of persons. It was brought to 
America last year and placed on exhibition 
at the Twenty-third Street Tabernacle, New 
York, Nov. 17. The exhibition closed May 
31, and during these six and a half months 
nearly two hundred thousand persons went 
to see the painting. It has been character- 
ized “the most impressive religious picture 
ever painted.”

The Inhabitants of the city of Newton, and all 
other persons liable to pay taxes therein, are here- 
by required to bring in to the Assessors of said 
Newton, on any day Iroin May second to tho thir- 
teenth day of June next, true lists of alt their polls 
(males 20 years old and upward.) and schedules and 
estimates or their personal estates, not exempted 
from taxation. 

Persons holding estates In trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are partlcnlaily requested to 
rumlsh the Assessors with statements in relation 
to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased liavo been di- 
vided during the past year, or hare changed hands 
from other causes, the executors, administrators, 
trustees or other persons interested, are required 
nnd w anted to give notice of such change; ant) In 
default of such notice will be held to pay tho tax 
assessed, although such estate has boon wholly dis- 
tributed and paid over. 

RKTUltNB OF PROPERTY HELD FOIt LITER- 
ARY, BENEVOLENT, CHARITABLE; 

OU SCIENTIFIC PURPOSES. 

In accordance with the requirements of Clinpte 
217, Acta of 1882. — All persons and corporations are 
hereby required to bring to tho Assessors of New- 
ton on any day from May first to tho thirteenth day 
of June next, true lists of all real nnd personnl es- 
tate held by such persons and corporations, re- 
spectively, for Utcrnty, benevolent, charitable or 
scientific purposes, on tho first day of May, 1887, to- 
gether with statements of tho amount or all receipts 
and expenditures by such person or corporation for 
said purpose during the year next preceding said 
second day of May; such lists nnd statements 
to be in such detail as mny be required by the Tax 
Commissioner, 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

CHAP. 175, ACTS OF 181.2. SEC. 1. 

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of real estate may 
bring to the Assessors t,f the town or city whero 
such real estate lies, at the time specified for bring- 
ing iu the list as provided In section thirty-eight of 
chapter eleven“of the Public Statutes, n statement 
under oath, of tho amount due on encli separate lot 
or parcel of such renl estate, and the name nnd res- 
idence of every holder an interest therein as a mort- 
gagee and inortngor. When such property is situ- 
ated in two or more places, or when a recorded 
mortgage includes for one sum two or more estates 
or parts of an estate, an estimate of the 
amount of the mortgagee’s interests in each estate 
or part of nn estate shall be given iu such state- 
ment. The Assessors shall, from such statement 
or otherwise, ascertain the proportionate parts of 
such estates that are the interests of mortgagees 
nnd mortgagors, respectively, and shall assess tho 
sain*. Whenever, in any case of mortgaged Real 
Estate, a statement is not brought in ns herein pro- 
vided, no tax for the then current year on such real 
estato shall be invalidated for the reason that a 
mortgagee’s interest therein lias not been assessed 
to him. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxable to 
n firm, but each resident partner must include theso 
items in his individual return. Owners nnd agents 
of ships nnd vessels engaged in the foreign carry- 
ing trade, are referred to Sections s nnd 9, of Chap- 
ter 11 of the Public Statutes, for the form of return 
required to obtain exemption Jroui taxation upon 
the valuation of such property. 

Any person bringing in a list of alt his taxable per 
sonnl property will be assessed upon the valuation 
thereof, and any person neglecting to furnish tho 
Assessors with such list within tho time above 
specified, will he doomed nt a legal meeting of the 
Board of Assessors, agreeably to the laws of this 
Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
personal property must ho in writing and subscrib- 
ed under oath before tho Asses8ors,oii or lieforo tho 
thirteenth day of June, nml that the personnl prop- 
erty of all taxable persons must bo estimated by 
the bonril, notwithstanding any verbal statement 
or informal written communication to any one or 
more of the Assessors.— Pub. 8tat., Chap. 11, Sec. 
39 and 41. When a person has failed to bring in u 
list or schedule of all his taxable property iu con- 
formity to this notice, no abatement of a tax asses 
sed on dersonal estate to such person, can lie grant- 
ed "unless such tnx exceeds by more than fifty per 
cent, tho amount which would have been assessed 
to that person on personal estate if he had season- 
ably brought in said list; and if said tax exceeds 
by mote than fifty per cent, the said amount, the 
abatement shull las only of the excess above the 
said fifty per cent.”— Pub. 8t., Chap. II, Sec. 73. 

Tho Assessors will be in session at their office, in 
City Hull, in the City of Newton, on the 2d, 9th, 
lGtli, 2Jd and 30th days of May, and the Gtli nml 13th 
days of June next, from 2 to 5 o’clock p. m.

TO THE GRADUATES OF THE NEWTON 
THEOLOGICAL institution. 


I)r. Alvah Ilovcy.tlio President, delivered 
the HacOftlaurcftto Sermon to llio graduates 
of (lie Newton Theological Institution, 
Sunday morning, in Associates’ Hall. The 
' jfriuluates this year number 25,' a larger 
el a. s.s than usual. Avery largo congrega- 
tion was present. Tho (ext was Uomans 
viii. 2!>: “For whom ho did foreknow he 
nls</ did predestinate to ho conformed to 
! the image of his son, that he might he the 
!< first born among many brethren.” The 
preacher said:— 

Our spiritual sense is not keen enough to 
measure the sovereign purpose of U»nl and 
the moral freedom of men, to understand 
all the mysteries, hut the proximate u|id to 
lie attained, as set forth in tho text, il’nin- 
fortuity to tho image of llis .Son, and the 
divine purpose will tie accomplished when 
men become Christlike. Foi in signifies the 
outward, and some thought Paul in these 
words meant a likeness to Christ in our 
glorious spiritual bodies; hut tho reasons 
me wholly iiisulllciont to justify this re- 
strictive view, and figurative language is 
often the strongest way in which spiritual 
truths are set forth in the Bible. At. times 
oven the vagueness of imagery is dropped 
and God, whom none can see, is spoken of 
as having bands and c.vos, while Clnist is 
spoken of as the image of tiie invisible 
God. Having Christ formed in us is similar 
to being conformed to him. What is it, 
rtJicn, to Lo Christ-like? It is to have 
onaracter, feeling and purpose like his. 
.Moral character is instinct with life, a 
movement ot feeling ami purpose that will 
never rest, a holy, energetic, scll-sacritic- 
•ing love such as the Saviour exemplified in 
-his life, a clear distinction between right 
mid wrong, obedience and sin, a fellowship 
wiJt the lowly and true. The holiness of 
lii.s love was terrible to unbelievers. It 
puts godliness above happiness. This will 
be regnant in those conformed to his image. 
It seeks tile real good of men, is lar seeing 
•A id patient, aims to secure permanent good 
and sees in the suffering ot men in Cnrist 
a promise of their reigning With him. 
Such character is called stern, but there is 
nothing more tender. Its wrath with sin 
is because sin is destroying all that is good, 
ft von faith is less energetic than love. 
The luxury of doing good was a daily ex- 
perience to Christ— love brought him lo 
oartli and was perennial, unfailing in its in- 
fluence. It is, therefore, to huvo this ettui- 
getio love, to make life attractive and the 
incentive strong to do good. 

Tis love that makes our cheerful feet 
In swift obedience move. 

Love is self-sacrificing. “All that a man 
hath will lie give for his life,” is as true a 
Tdtiurk as Satan ever made. In tho person 
of Christ, love was crowned upon earth. 
He humbled himself, became obedient unto 
death — an example of self -sacrifice which 
allows the omnipotence of God. Some 
men have much of this same spirit, but 
many are not up to the point of habitual 
feclf-sacriflce, yet time is bringing them. 
It is probable our bodily likeness to Christ 
will be made more complete at the resur- 
lcction, although we are in ignora.ice as to 
our heavenly bodies, yet our likeness to 
llio Son will be mainly a spiritual likeness. 
'i ue object of this conformity of men to 
Christ is stated in tho text: “That ye 
ut ghtbo the lirst-born among my brethren.” 
in this union we sec, first, a blessed family 
relation. There is nothing stronger oil 
earth than these natural affections and 
kindred tics of family litc, and the scrip- 
tures show the purity of the Hebrew 
family union. Second, we observe that in 
ibis family Christ is spoken of as the lirst- 
born and men are predestined to be in his 
image. In the heavenly brotherhood no 
face will he so radiant as that of Jesus— no 
form so commanding r.s that of the son of 
God. Third, it classes the adoption, through 
the mercy of God they are received— an 
atonement purchased liy faith. It we en- 
<liire wo shall reign with him. Can this he 
credible? ’Tis a prophecy — certain as the 
destiny of God. Is it easy to reach a high- 
er piano than this? Nobler ends than 
those proposed by God cannot he reached, 
-and we can only aid his purpose by moving 
in divine currents. Our religion is dis- 
tinquished from all others by its moti e 
power. When man goes about o.leiing 
eternal life through Christ, God is at li is 
•'s do. What would man hu alone against 
races, nations and organized prejudices? 
A limit li against a cyclone, a zephyr con- 
i', oiuing u tornado! The power oi ^in was 
never more restless or daring than it is at 
the present time. There is not a revered 
principle which is not assailed. Yet there 
is no occasion for despondency. The op- 
portunity is great because minds are un- 
settled. Self-interest cannot he made to 
do'tlie work of love. I cannot refrain from 
’congratulating you, my brethren, who arc 
preparing for the ministry. Be strong in 
the faith, put on the whole armor of God, 
<tako the liumlet of salvation and sword of 
tlie spirit. If you heed this counsel your 
warfare will end in victory. Consider the 
end of your calling, which is to make men 
like the Son of God. and fear not to enter 
upon a service at once tho most worthy and 
■difficult.

A Great Injustice. 

To tlio Editor, of the Giumuc: 

The uetion of the school committee, in i ejecting 
Mr. Cutler as principal of the High School, is 
worthy of the utmost condemnation. Have the 
pupils of the High School, have their parents, have 
the citizens of Newton any lights which the school 
committee is bound to respect ? Eleven men sav 
they have not. In the calmest manner these com- 
mitteemen have.utterly ignored the rights of those 
whom they were ejected to serve. It is certainly 
time to demand an explanation for this action. 

They admit that Mr. Cutler is a man of spotless 
character; that his knowledge of the classics and 
of all the important branches of study is unsur- 
passed; that ho is well skilled in iuipartiug to 
others the knowledge which he himself possescs; 
that the discipline in his own classes is excellent , 
and that lie has secured to himself the uiVeclion of 
all his pupils. And this man, with such quuliiicu- 
tious for liis position is to he turned off because 
some other teuchcrs in the school ure poor discip- 
linarians r It is absurd aud unprecedented to turn 
off a tuan of such ability and so well fitted for the 
position, on such frivolous pretexts. Considering 
the crowded stuto of tlie school, the insufficient 
number of touchers, the iusuhordiuution of the 
toucher next him in authority, Mr. Cutler deserved 
much credit thul the discipline is not iu far worse 
condition than is uctuully the case. 

There must, then, be some* other reason for rc- 
inoyiug Mr. Cutler. If it were a good reason, it 
is inconceivable that the committee should not 
have inude it known, especially since they perceive 
the state of the feeling of the public. .Since they 
have not done so, we are forced, not ouly by their 
ominous silence, but by the date when the hostili- 
ties to Mr. Cutler began, by utterances of certain 
members of the school committee at the time, by 
several things which happened at lliut time, to be- 
lieve lliut the defeat of the foolish uud insane two- 
sessiou project is the true cause of Mr. Culler’s 
discharge. 

It is to be Imped that the citizens of Newton 
will uot forget tins insult to themselves, but will 
testify lit the polls thut the lights of the people 
eaiiuol be shamefully violated with impunity by 
those who ure elected to he their servants.

I Business from the hoard of aldermen 
war disposed of in concurrence. 

When tho resolution requesting the eom- 
mitteo onio rdinances to look into the ad- 
visabilily of establishing tho offico of City 
Forester and U Superin tend of Street 
lights, and repotting an ordinance to that 
elfc c t, ycaine n p , Councilman Bed path said 
tliat he honed the committee would care- 
fully consider tho matter. If a competent 
nntn was secured, ho would tind an abund- 
ance of work to do in the two positions. 
The work of looking after the street lights 
had grown far beyond tho power of the 
atreot light committee to attend to, and he 
illustrated this by stating that the other 
evening he and tho chairman of the commit- 
tee took a ride about the city to see the 
condition of the lights. On some streets 
they found the foliage so thick on thu 
trees that the gas lamps were of very little 
use, and either the trees needed trimming 
or the lamps should be moved. They 
found live or six of the oil lamps in very 
poor condition, and all the oil lamps needed 
looking after. If there had been such an 
official ns a superintendent of street lights, 
the city could have accepted the offer of 
the Cias company to furnish gas at so much 
a thousand, and enough money would have 
been saved to pay the official’s salary. 

Councilman Tyler asked if it was con- 
templated to establish the office this year, 
as the gas contract had already been made. 
The question of establishing such an office 
was a very important one, and such an of- 
ficial was needed. There were a number 
of parks in the city to be looked after, and 
the young trees there needed careful trim- 
ming, to keep them in shape and prevent 
them from growiug up into ugliness. It 
was even more important in Newton to 
have such an official to look after our parks 
and young trees on tho streets, than it was 
to have such an official in Boston, where 
the trees were older and so needed less 
care. The question should be thoroughly 
understood and canvassed, although he 
did not favor establishing the office the 
the present year. 

Couucilman ltedpatli said it was not con- 
templated to appoint an official this year, 
but only to have the committee look up the 
matter and see what ordinances were need- 
ed. Nothing could be done before another 
year. The matter was referred.

Eliot Sunday School Anniversary. 

The Eliot Sunday School observed vory 
pleasantly its 42d anniversary last Sunday 
morning in Eliot Ilall. At a quarter of 
eleven the members of the school, 400 in 
number, led by the Superintendent and the 
Young People's Choir, mnrcln-d in singing 
“Onward Christian Soldier,” and took the 
scat* reserved for them in the centro of 
the house. Tho Young People’s Choir oc- 
cupied the plnco of the regular choir. 

After all were seated the pastor, Hev. Dr. 
Calkins, welcomed in a few words both tho 
scholars and the teachers. The anthems by 
tho choir were splendidly sung and showed 
that Mr. Cobb had not been idle. 

The report of tho Superintendent, Mr. 
II. E. Cobb, was interesting. It showed 
that tlioro wore 488 present members oi the 
school, and 42 teachers. Tho average at- 
tendance for the year w as 2112. The contribu- 
tions amounted to $4f>8. Only 2 deaths are 
recorded. 

Tho pastor, Kev. Dr. Calkins, then ad- 
dressed the children in his usual interest- 
ing style. His text was in Mark 1 2th, chap- 
ter, 1st verso. He said that iu tins 
country there wore no hedges. Wlmt we 
call hedges are merely evergreens or some 
other tree trimmed and valued for ornament, 
in England the hedges are stout thick 
shrubs, which twine and intertwine as they 
grow older, and thu thickest allow no pass- 
ages for even a field mouse. A friend of 
his, he said, went out west some twenty-five 
years ago. lie bought a largo tract of 
land which had a valuable growth of black- 
walnut. This blackwalnut ho cut down 
ami split up to make a fence. His fence 
was good enough for a time, but now it had 
rotted away. If he had planted a species 
of hedge which grows in England he would 
now have a fence becoming stronger every 
year, and also his valuable timber. The 
vineyard which Christ plants and builds a 
hedge about is the Home. This hedge is 
the mother’s affection. It keeps tho chil- 
dren from straying away. Dr. Calkins went 
on to say that while addressing an audience 
of French working people in Paris he 
wanted to use the expression “Come 
Home.” Turning to a iriend with him 
he asked for the word home. He was sur- 
prised to fiud that there was no such word 
in the French language. To illustrate how 
valuable he considered the home he ex- 
plained to the audience its meaning, and 
taught them to repeat alter him the English 
word “home.” 

Dr. Calkins' address was interesting and 
well adapted to impress thu children with 
the value of home aud home iullueuccs. 

Just before tl.e benediction the primary 
department of the Sunday School rose, anil 
each member received a geranium plant, a 
gilt from the superintendent, Mr. H. E. 
Cobb. 

The next anniversary of the school will 
be celebrated in January, as it lias been de- 
cided to change the time from June to that 
month.

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LAHELL’S COMMENCEMENT. 


BACCALAUREATE ADDRESS BY BISHOP 
AM.lll.AV8. 

Sunday morning the bacealituioAtt* ad- 
<lro8H before the graduates ot Liisull Semi- 
nary drew a large eiowd to the Coi»m» Ra- 
tional church at Auourudalc. The church 
was beautifully decorated with llowurH, 
and back of the pulpit hit iir the banner of 
the class, made id t ringed purple silk ami 
bearing the class motto ** Vestigia Nulla 
Kctroraum.” ’87. 

The address was delivered by bishop E. 

G. Andrews of Washington, while bishop 
Foster, Dr. Lindsay of Newt-mvillo. presid- 
ing elder, ltev. Calvin Cutler, pastor of the 
church and ltev. Mr. Nowhall of tlio M. 

E. church occupied seuts oti the platform 
and assisted in the cxuicists. Tire gradu- 
ating class occupied scuts in I rout, w lulu 
friends of the school Idled all the available 
space iu the rest ot the church. 

bishop Andrews took Ins text from the 
12th chapter of Acts, the subject being 
Paul’s vigorous appeal to the Athenians 
on Mars Hill. Following is an abstract of 
the address: 

This chapter has been called the model 
university sermon; it was prcuchuti oy 
Paul on his second missionary tour, alter 
having returned irotn Asia to Europe, 
where lie met with many scourg.iigs and re- 
buffs. It was thought pruucui by ins 
friends to accompany him thus tar, but 
on arriving at Atheiis ho was left to him- 
self, to think and rest iu what was still the 
university city of Greece, tiuouged by pro- 
fessors, whither the inquisitive ami muni- 
tions resorted, a city ot learning uud art, 
thick with temples, shrines, altars ami 
statues. So numerous were the statues 
that it had been said "one could easier tiud 
iu Athens a god than a man.” Although 
St. Paul seldom refers to the externals, uio 
sight of these things revolted linn, loi as 
he looked around nis heart was stirred 
within him to see the city wholly given to 
idolatry, so he began to speak. Although 
not of much personal presence, Paul was 
the greatest personality of all Christian 
history, and I fancy the immense vitality 
found expression iu his words ami they re- 
spectfully escorted him to Mars lidi,wncie 
Demosthenes had spoken. 1 take it the 
great war-horse sprang to the opportunity, 
although the translation is uuloriuiiatc, 
and generally considered incorrect, for 
Paul was a discreet mau. He began: " Ye 
men of Athens (’tw a* the way Demosthe- 
nes had addressed them), I perceive in all 
things ye are exceedingly devout, for as I 
passed by 1 perceived that yo bad a statue 
even to the uuknowu god. Whom there- 
fore yo (not ignorantly), in your confessed 
lack of knowledge, worship, him declare 1 
unto you.” Tins God, Paul declares, is 
the universal aud illimitable presence; that 
he hath made men of one blood aud that 
there exists a nearness of God to mau, as 
in him we live and move and have our be- 
ing. The God that made and continuous- 
ly rules the universe must touch all parts 
of it and- every spot of the universe is lull 
of him. 

Christianity has swept away all special 
and exclusive sucredness of places, and al- 
though elaborate and splemiiu churches 
have been erected and convenient places of 
worship, yet uo wans, they know, are in- 
tended to shut out God. Let us remember 
that the only localization pu&siolu is in tnc 
individual sums m men, ior they who wel- 
come him within them lind a place of wor- 
ship very near to the Centre oi God’s be- 
ing. Second * God is lluVer to oe Worship- 
ped w’ith men’s nanuo as it lie needed any- 
thing. lie who gives lite and orealli and 
all things — Inn. c<u bo be bought and 

{ ileasud with what men buy — lie wnose syi- 
ables are worlds? We level e great war- 
riors aud statesmen, and llierctore raise 
statues and appoint memorial days; it is 
not otherwise with regard to God on the 
art of those who love him. liis lite will 
ccome vocal, his hand active; lie will 
bring money and money’s worth to con- 
struct tokens of the love he bears. Vet 
there is no utility in such commercial pui- 
poscs, as if man could purchase God’s ap- 

{ iroval. What are shriues and templet to 
lim who created tlio temples of the skies, 
gave odor to the violet and lose, ^greenness 
to the grass, made the sky blue? What is 
the song of that choir or peal of the organ 
to him who filled the lorest with melody? 
Can we give him anything? Perish too 
thought! liathcr w'e will worship in the 
supreme conviction of his great love where- 
with lie loves us. 

He worships God best who best believes 
in God’s readiness to give to him. Paul 
declares that ho made classes, races and 
habitations of men with the purpose of 
having men need God and sees him — the 
diversity and dispersion of races, rise and 
fall of empires, course of human life — all 
are but a part of divine process toward 
quickening the commerce of affection. 
There is no class and through the eddies of 
life and history tliore is a movement 
straight on toward the glory of God in 
his connection with men. 

The reservation of the American conti- 
nent from European life was to allow civil 
and religious liberty fuller development. 
Within this century there lias been awak- 
ened a great sense of our obligation to the 
whole race, and, second, an unbarring of 
doors that the word of God may he carried 
to the ends of the world. All human his- 
tory becomes declarative that God has not 
grandeur and power alone, but a heart lull 
of tender regard and longing for compan- 
ionship with the human race, seeking that 
men may be turned to him. He has an in- 
finite heart with unutterable love brooding 
over races that carry Himself to human be- 
ings dependent upon him. This God who 
eludes all the senses, is he liudahle? Paul 
says there is an intimate nearness, a per- 
manent kinship between God and men— in 
him we move and live and are. His light 
shines in the gems but they never know 
him: the faithful dog or creatures of his 
kind have no faculty to opeu itself to a 
higher power. 

Only reason can recognize reason, and 
the conscience and heart are prophetic of a 
perfect love. Ho who recognizes him shall 
bo like unto him, of his kinship, llis fac- 
ulties are like ours, we are of his race, yet 
how few men Hud God in the sense that a 
child liuds its father. The faculties are 
dulled by misuse or uou-uso, conscience is 
bruised or trodden under foot, the heart 
becomes nurrow and shrivelled, until men 
begin to live liv turning first toward a faint 
light and theu'in answer to prayer and ef- 
fort dwelling in the full radiance of the 
love of God. Pleased are the pure iu 
heart for they sliull see God. O blessed 
ones who find God. Ilo becomes a reality, 
enfolding, loving, ruling, guiding all. mak- 
ing life a true success. Vo uud ludies of 


the graduating class, let me licg of you 
that you ehuiish thin aa tlio chief good of 
your lives. 1 pray you may bo «»t those 
who shall always recognize God, he loyal, 
walk with him hand in hand and dwell in 
his presence that ye may lemh a icgioii of 
clearer vision. 

THE CLASS DAY KXRHCIHKS. 

Monday wns class day, and the young 
ladies of the senior clans improved every 
opportunity to make the occasion a pleas- 
ant one. The exercise* diU not begin until 
7.40, uud by that time the bail of the semin- 
ary was crowded with the graduates, the 
scholars uud friends of the school. The 
chapel exercises included : Presentation to 
the class. Miss Florence Evelyn Hailey; 
niano soio, “The (Jimse, * Miss .lane K. 
Niude; class history, Miss Lizzie Pruinard 
Hiirniiam; "Composites, Lasell, ’77. ’87 and 
’t>7,” Miss Gallic Head; recitation, Miss 
Anne Maud Mitchell; class prophecy, Miss 
Carrie Salome Foster; prophecy on prophecy 
Miss Kobo Marie Welt; song, "All Things , u 
Maiden!’ Miss IHanchc Murici Lowe; 
■joein, Miss liallie Lavitiia Robbins; "Olla 
i'odnda,” Miss Mercy Stevens Siusahaugh. 
Tlie selections of Misses Head, Foster and 
Welt were interesting ior their humor and 
expression. Dircctiy after the close of the 
chapel exercises (lie gins marched irnm the 
room to tiie iawn,loiiowcu by tiie audience.

New Books. 

Ticknor’s Paper Scries is a happy idea of 
the publishers, and will bo very acceptable 
to all readers during the summer. It in- 
cludes a number of the most famous and 
successful of the novels of the past five 
years.— books like Guenn, The Story of a 
Country Town, A Nameless Nobleman, and 
The Story of Margaret Kent, and others of 
equal value amt merit; and with these come 
brilliant new works, like Do Moutauban’s 
The Cruise of a Woman Hater, and the 
vivid aud fascinating Venetian novel, The 
House of the Musician, by Virginia \V. 
Townsend, whose The Neptune Vase won 
such great praise a few years ago. Such a 
group of novels as those titles iudieate will 
be as refreshing as a sea-breeze in summer. 
They are handsome aud shapely volumes, 
substantially bound iu decorated heavy 
paper covers. The series lor 1SS7 w ill in- 
clude thirteen volumes, appearing one each 
week during May. June ami July. The re- 
tail price is fifty cents each volume, a re- 
markably low price for such handsomely- 
printed and made-up copyright books. 

The fourth volume of this charming 
series is A Reverend Idol, a delightful 
novel of the Massachusetts coast, thought- 
ful, original, and to a rare degree fascinat- 
ing. Within a few weeks of publication, 
its sales ran up to many thousands. 

The fifth volume, which is just out, is 
“The Nameless Nobleman,” a very fasci- 
nating book, whose scene is laid iu the 
colonial period. It also had a large sa’o 
when lifst published, and thousands of read- 
ers will welcome it iu inis attractive form. 

Making tiie City Attractive. 

It is !»v a judicious outlay of moderate 
sums of money that the attractiveness of 
our eity can be greatly increased. As an 
example of what is meant, take an estate 
ow’ned by Dr.|II. M. Field on one of the 
most central streets, convenient to every- 
thing, and desirable as a place of residence. 
It is on Richardson street, and is one of 
the most charming spots to be found iu 
Newton! The sign reads “Eliot l*lnce, ” 
but should be named “Eliot Park.” There 
is no spot in the city whero so great an 
improvement hns been made. The owner 
has caused the drive-way and circle for 
turning to be underlaid with stone- chips 
and gravel, to the depth of two feet, the 
sides are curbed with clean white granite, 
and instead of the untidy and useless reg- 
ulation front fence, he has placed a beveled 
hammered edge-stone between the side- 
walk and lawn, projootiug some six or 
eight iucheB above the concrete. The law n 
is finely graded and ornamented with trees, 
shrubs uud llowering plants, many of 
which are now iu bloom. The owner is in- 
debted for the original scheme, as well as 
for the execution, to his agent, (’has. F. 
Band, real estate agent, post-ofiico build- 
ing, Newton. This estate embraces three 
houses with inodorn improvements, which 
are rented to desirable tenants at moderate 
{trices, yet payiug a good income upon the 
investment. Mr. Baud says if lie could gut 
50 houses like these, lie could secure ten- 
ants for all within one month, li would 
pay some of our men of wealth to under- 
take an enterprise of this kind on a larger 
scale, thereby securing a good income for 
money invested, contributing to tlio wel- 
fare of the city, and gaining for himself 
the gratitude of a desirable class of would- 
be-residouts. Tlio city should do its part 
und put Richardson street iu proper condi- 
tion.

NOUKWIIAT PERSONAL. 

The prosperity of iho Graphic is evident- 
ly not a pleasant subject of contemplation 
in the Journal office. We regret, for the 
credit of Newton journalism, the pitiable 
exhibition of bad manners the Journal 
made last week. Any publisher who allows 
such an article to appear in his columns 
owes an apology to his renders. As far as 
the Graphic is concerned, it can never 
again speak of the Journal as its “esteemed 
contemporary” unless an abject apology is 
made. 

The statement of facts made by the 
Graphic was a modest one, and inside of 
the truth. It has a larger number of pay- 
ing subscribers upon its hooks than the 
Journal can exhibit, and not only this, hut 
the average circulation of the Graph- 
ic does not differ lavgely * from 
the paid circulation of the Journal. 
We do not send out boys with big bundles 
of papers to distribute free, and ,«»ur ex- 
change and free list is less titan half that 
of most papers of our circulation. These 
facts we are prepared to prove. 

If the Graphic has grown at the expense 
of the Journal', it is only an exemplicatiun 
of the “Survival of the fittest,” as the 
Graphic has for some time beou conceded 
to be the iirdest paper in Newton. 

One reason for the Graphic’s remarkable 
growth is that it does not publish “five 
and one-third columns of new advertise- 
ments a week ’’ It is easy enough to lill 
up a paper with advertisements, if the 
prices are put low enough, hut 
few readers buy a paper solely for the 
advertisements it contains. 

As for the Journal's statement that “it 
is absolutely impossible for anyone to even 
approximate with any degree of ac- 
curacy the circulation of any paper in 
the absence of any facts,” we would only 
advise our neighbor to put such 
facts in the possession of himself and his 
agents at once, so that they may not make 
such wild aud conflicting guesses at its cir- 
culation, when talking with possible adver- 
tisers touch guesses would prove ein 
harassing if should get into print. 

It is as impossible for a publisher to con- 
cuul the exact size of his circulation, as it 
is for an ostrich to hide by simply burying 
its head in thqjtaiul. .Some indiscreet em- 
ploye is sure to let out the secret, and the 
Journal's statement that all the facts of 
its circulation “are known only to us” will 
merely call out a smile at its simplicity. 
The facts are and can he known to any one 
who cares to take the trouble to find out. 
Honesty is the best policy for newspapers 
as well as for other people, and for this 
reason, if for no higher one, the Graphic 
has always contented itself with giving the 
exact figures, and has instructed its agents 
to do the same. .Such a plan gives a 
publisher a very comfoi table feeling, and 
he is never afraid to let sti augers enter his 
w’ork-room, or to let his employes have 
confidential talks with outsiders. 

Wo have stated the lacts about the 
relative circulation of the two papers 
»..«noly to protect ouisolvi The Journal 
ii.i* asserted that t lie Gi.apiuc s cnvu.a- 
l.oii "is not quite uiiu-uiiru ilie average 
circulation of the Newton Journal,” and 
asked advertisers to govern themselves by 
this. The si i ...uoiit may possibly have been 
trucyeais ago, but it is very fa i now from 
being iliu truta. We do not care whether the 
Journal estimates its own circulation cor- 
rectly or not, it is not our mission to cor- 
rect tiiat, but when the claim is publicly 
made that “the Journal’s circulation is 
tuare than double that of any other publica- 
tion,” see Blue Book ami Directory, we 
arc called upon to dcieud our rights by 
stating the truth. 

Merit geneiaily wins in the end, and 
judging 1 lorn the experience of the past year 
It will not he many mouths before the 
Guaphh takes its place at tiic head of the 
procession in regard to circulation, as it is 
already conceded lo have (louc in other re- 
spects. 

In conclusion we would tender this free 
advice to our disturbed comporary: Be sure 
and put up lion shutters over your glass 
house Lefore you throw any more stones.

The recommendation made oy the Street 
Eight Committee, in regard to a City 
i' muster und Superintendent of Street 
Lamps, was an excellent one, and the com- 
mittee on ordinances will do well to make 
provision for such an official.lt is too late of 
eourse to have the office created this year, 
hut another year provision should be made 
for it. Ou ihe gas contract alone, it is said 
that the saving would be sufficient to pay 
the official’s salary, aud he could then see 
that all the street lights were in good order 
aud kept lighted during the regular hours. 
At present, whui is ever>lod)‘s I mines* 
is nobody’s business, utjil many, complaints 
are being made. 

The time required for the street light 
committee to look after the lamps aud their 
looation. to see that the lamps are not ob- 
structed by foliage, and the thousand aud one 


details, is an unfair tax upon thorn, and 
consumes altogether too much of their 
time. Business men can not afford to 
serve ’in tho city government, if their 
duties are so arduous, and as the city grows, 
the duties will increase until it will bo 
impossible to got good men to accept an 
office. 

The care of our parks is another duty 
that such an otlicial could assume. At 
present, the paiks nro assigned to tho 
councilman who lives nearest to them* and 
he has to spend a large share of his time 
in seeing that they arc kept, in order. The 
young and growing trees ought to ho care- 
fully trimmed under the supervision of a 
skilful man, and. as Councilman Tyler said, 
for this- reason a City Forester is more of a 
necessity in Newton than in Boston. The 
young trees along the public streets also 
need looking after, tho older trees should 
he trimmed to a proper height above the 
street and sidewalks, and if such an official 
is appointed, he will be otto of the busiest 
men in Newton. 

Alderman Hollis, Councilman lied path, 
aud tho other members of the street light 
committee, endorse tho proposed move- 
ment. and all w ho are acquainted with the 
demands made upon their time, realize the 
necessity of creating such an olfiee. 



NOITIE PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 

We would like to ask a few simple ques- 
tions of our “irritated contemporary.” 
Why should it get angry at any increase of 
the Graphic’s circulation, unless its own 
is falling off? What does it know about 
papers being “distributed free each week 
or fortnight?” Its experience might give 
a brother editor, w ho has an “elephant on 
his hands” some valuable points, too far, 
we have found that w hite paper costs too 
much for us to afford to distribute free 
copies to any extent. With its professed 
high, regard for truth, and its fear lest 
“well-meaning people will be misled,” 
why does it not quote from the Graphic 
correctly? We did not say that we had a 
“larger circulation,” but only a larger 
“subscription list.” Lastly, if it doubted 
our statement, the polite and gentleman iy 
way would have been to have challenged 
us ’to compare subscription books, which 
we are perfectly willing to do at any time. 
We have taught the Journal a great deal 
during the past year, as its close imitation 
of every new feature started in the Graphic 
has proved, but we did not think we should 
have to teach it the first principles of good 
manners. “Lie” is not a word used by 
newspapers which make any pre- 
tence to respectability. The Journal 
should buy a dictionary and look up some 
synotiomous term which is allowed by po- 
lite usage. We would suggest prevaricate 
or exaggerate, as expressing the same idea, 
or if a more round-about term is desired it 
might say “troubled w ith, a too vivid im- 
agination.” or “mistook his wish for the 
fact,” but “lie” is hopelessly vulgar and 
smacks of the gutters and tho hack alleys. 
The Journal has improved so much during 
the past year under our tuition, that we 
really hoped that in time it would become 
quite a respectable newspaper, but its out- 
break of last week was very discouraging, 
and we fear that its ease is hopeless.

This Republican city committee of New- 
ton litis organized by electing C. Ho wd itch 
Coffin ns chairman; E. W. Bailey, secretary ; 
James T. Allen, treasurer. The announce- 
ment is also made that a committee was 
appointed to organize a Republican club. 
The Republicans of Newton have shown so 
far little interest about this work, us clubs 
have been already formed in most of the 
cities and towns of the state, hut there is 
yet plenty of time for all tho political work 
that will be.uecessary this fall. American 
people as a rule do not care for politics all 
the year round, hut like it served up hot in 
i lie lust lew months or weeks before an 
election. The few “faithful” ones can 
keep their enthusiasm on tap tho year 
round, but they are the exception and not 
the rule. If a club is formed here, it is to 
be Imped tlrat it will make a clear and 
frank statement of its objects and pur- 
poses, aud that it w ill be conducted on a 
higher plane than some of the Jso- 
calhd Republican clubs which have beeu 
formed in other places. 


Tiik legislature made short work about 
the hill for the supervision of schools, it 
being defeated in the house by a vote of 2 
to 1. Representative Wood spoke in its 
favor, but the sentiment was too stiongly 
against it. The geueral feeling seems to 
ho that there is altogether too much red- 
tape now about our school system, and 
that tho results are not as good now as 
they were when more simple methods were 
in vogue. Representative Upham of Salem 
spoke very strongly against tho bill and 
said that his city had abolished superin- 
tendents, and did not believe in* them. 
They would produce irritation! aud the 
bill would merely provide places for super- 
annuated teachers. A somewhat remark- 
able fact was that the daily press of the 
state was almost unanimous against the 
bill. 

The soldiers’ exemption bill has passed 
the senate and now awaits UovojitoV Ames’ 
signature or his veto. Ho would find a 
good deal of practical wi-jdom it he should 
re-read Governor Robinson’s veto of last 
year. The Newtou Civil toervice Reform 
association lias sent a strung protest against 
the hill to Governor Amer, on the. .grounds 
that it is contrary to reform principles, that 
it is acovert attack *»u the civil service law, 
ami that it will ready benefit, if enacted, 
very few veteran**. 

Tiik salat y-^rab bill has passed the house, 
although l*y only <me majority. Both 
Messrs. Wood and Walwoith- voted against

Ladies:— It gave me great pleasure to 
read of your earnest efforts for the eleva- 
tion of the Indians. 1 am glad that such a 
deep interest is being awakened in tho East, 
and that in the honored state of Massachu- 
setts. I am glad that the people are begin- 
ning to he aroused and interested in the 
Indians, and in the solving of tho perplex 
ing “Indian Question.” 

Mrs. Park, in her interesting address, 
says: “But the bill, excellent as it is, wo 
must admit, will he of no practical value 
if it is not supplemented by a fair, honest 
and wise application of its principles.” 
Ami this is true. There are so many ways 
of taking advantage of the Indians. The 
traders’ stores, as a rule, ask exorbitant 
prices for the goods they sell the Indians, 
and positions in these agencies, and in 
agency schools, are tilled to a great extent 
by lazy, inefficient employes, who are giving 
no equivalent for tlie salaries they receive. 
And this is auother way of robbing tlie 
Indian, and about as mean nud little as 
any. I hope that such a spirit of enthusi- 
asm will he awakened in tho country that 
this government will be compelled to set 
the Indian on such a basis that he will soon 
be an independent citizen of these United 
States. *

School. I taught two years in tlie Chilloco 
Indian Industrial School. Indian Territory. 
If your association would like to know 
more about this work, as it is, I will glad- 
ly writo it. I am deeply interested in the 
Indians.

A IJDUKT TIIROUOII LINCOLN’S HAT. — HIS 

CHAUACTKKHTIC HTYI.K OF TKLLINO TIIR 

RTOIIY — HIS WIHII TO KKICP TIIK AFFAIR 

QUIRT— HIS COURAGE AND EQUANIMITY. 

Tho attention of Mr. Ward H. Lninon 
having been called to an ncconnt given by 
Mr. John W. Nichols in a Washington 
paper, of tho attompt on tho life of Lin- 
coln in 1802, while ho was returning from 
tho Executive Mansion to his .summer res- 
idence at tho Soldiers’ Home, that gentle- 
man furnishes tho Evening Star of Wash- 
ington with the following interesting nar- 
rative of the affair as given by Mr. Lincoln 
himself: — 

In the spring and early summer of that 
year 1 persistently uigod upon Lincoln the 
necessity of a military escort to accom- 
pany him to and from Iiih residence and 
place of business, and bo as persistently 
opposed iny proposition, always saying 
when the subject was referred to, that 
there was not the slightest occasion for 
such precaution. Sometime, however, in 
tho month of August. 1802, one morning 
ho catno riding up to the White House 
steps, where i met him. He had a merry 
twinkle in his eye that presaged fun of 
some kind, and 1 instantly saw that there 
was either inus'c in the air or blood on the 
moon, and before lie alighted he said: “l 
have something to tell you!” and. after 
going into his ofHco with him, he locked 
the doors, Rat down and commenced bis 
narration. (At this distance of time I will 
not pretend to give the language litec verba 
ot this interview, but w id state it accord- 
ing to my best recollection.) Said lie: 
“You know 1 have always told you 1 
thought you .an Idiot, and ought to be put 
in a straight jacket for vour apprehensions 

0 my personal safety and danger from 
a s 'HsinntioiiB. You also know that the way 
we skulked into this city in the first place 
has been a source of shame and regret to 
me, for it does look so cowardly!” To all 
of which 1 simply assented, ‘‘Yes, go on.” 

‘‘Well,” said ho, “I don’t now propose 
to mako you my father confessor, and ac- 
knowledge a change of heart, yet I am fiee 
to admit that just now 1 don’t know what 
to think— 1 am staggered: understand me, 

1 do not want to oppose my pride of 
opinion against light add reason, but 1 am 
in such a state ot •betweeuity’ in my con- 
clusions that I can’t say that the judgment 
of this court is prepared to proclaim a re- 
liable ‘decision upon the facts presented.’ ” 
lie paused: 1 requested him to go on, for I 
was in paint ul suspense. He then proceed- 
ed: ‘‘Last night, about 11 o’clock, I went 
Alone, riding ‘Onl Abe,’ as you can him,” 
(a horse he delighted in riding), ‘‘and when 
1 arrived at the foot ot the hill on the road 
leading to tbc Home grounds.! was jogging 
Along at a slow gait, immersed in deep 
thought, contemplating what was next to 
happen in the unsettled state of allairs, 
when suddenly I was aroused — I may say 
the arou8ement lifted me out of^my saddle 
ah well as out of iny wits— uy the report of 
a rifle and seemingly tho gunner was not 
fifty yards irom where my contemplations 
«uded and my accelerated transit began. 
My erratic namesake, with little notice, 
gave decided proof of dissatisfaction at 
the racket, and with one reckless bound 
he unceremoniously separated himself as 
well as myself from my eight-doliar plug- 
hat, w ith which we parted without any as- 
sent, expressed or implied upon my part. 
At a break-neck speed we soon arrived in a 
haven of safety. Erstwiiiu 1 was left in 
doubt whether death was more preferable 
irom being thrown from antuaway Federal 
horse, or irom the more tragic result of a 
rifle fired by a disloyal bushwhacker in the 
middle of the night.” 

This was all told in a spirit of levity; 
lie seemed unwilling, even in appearance, to 
attach that importance to the event which 
l was disposed to givo to it. He seemed 
to want to believe it a joke. “Now,” said 
lie, “in tho face of this testimony in favor 
of your iheory of danger to ine, personally, 
1 can’t bring myself to believo that any- 
oue lias or will deliberately shoot at me 
with the purpobu of killing iue; although 
I must acknowledge that 1 heard this fel- 
low s bullet whistle uncomfortably at an 
■ nconvouiuut distance from these head- 
quarters of mine which rested in the sad- 
dle.” Ho then further proceeded to say: 
*‘l have about concluded tiiai (lie shot was 
the result of accident. It may be someone 
•on his return from a day’s huut, regardless 
•of the course of his discharge, tired olf bis 
gun as a precautionary measure ot safety 
to bis family after reaching bis house.” 
This was said with much seriousness. 

lie tneu playfully proceeded: “1 ttdl 
you there is no time on record equal to that 
occasion. The historic ride ol John Gil- 
pin and the memorable one of Henry Wil- 
son's oiiiY-oack display ot equestrianship 
oil the stray army mule lroui the scenes of 
the battle of liull Ituii, a year muu. are 
nothing in comparison to mine, either in 
point of time made or in ludicrous pa- 
geantry. My only advantage over these 
worthies was in Having no audience. 1 
can tiuihlully say that one of the Abes 
was frightened on this occasion, but mod- 
esty forbids my mentioning which of us is 
entitled to that distinguished honor.” 

“This whole thing,” said he, “setMiis 
farcical. No good can result at this time 
from its publicity. It does seem to me 
that 1 am in more danger from the aug- 
mentation of iny imaginary peril than 
from a judicious silence, be the danger ever 
ho great; and* moverover, I do not want it 
understood that 1 share y'd’ur apprehension. 
I never have.” 

At this time Mr. Lincoln was to mu a 
.study. It would seem that he was ajways 
prepared for the inevitable and singqlurly 
nidi Hermit in personality. He wan* then 
still suffering Hum his terrible domestic 
affliction over the loss by death of bis 
f avorite sou, Willie. The deal It of (his 
most promising youth almost crashed the 
great man. He douotlcss at times acted 
un unnatural part in his endeavors to •ban- 
ish from the portals of his memory the 
disturbing recollections c his lust idol. 

1 often recur with mingled feelings of 
admiration and sadness to the wonderful 
simplicity and implicit faith and trust he 
always reposed and enjoyed — exempli lied 
wen on the occasion of his relation of his 
hazardous experience on the night above 
alluded to, lie said: ”1 am determined 
to borrow no trouble; 1 believe in the right, 
and that it will ultimately prevail; and 1 
believe it ts the inalienable right of man. 
unimpaired even by this dreadful distrac- 
tion of our country, to l>e happy or mitivi- 
ablu at Via own plcctlui), and I for one 
make flum e of the former, altefnutite'oi 
these ritfbi*. ' 

“Yes,” said I, ‘‘hut they aie a devil of a 
poor protection against a shot gnu in time 
of war, for that fellow on the roadside last 
lilght vrft* just mh’Ii 4 philosopher as y< lll- 
sc If, hut acted from a different multipoint. 


Ho exorcised one of his supposed claims 
to inalienahlo rights by making himself 
happy and tho country miserable by at- 
tempting to kill you ns a military necessity, 
and unless you are more careful, prudent 
and discreet, and will ho governed by wiser 
counsels than yon derive Irom your 
own arbitrary and obstinate persist- 
ency in recklessness, in less than a week 
you’ll have neither inalienable rights nor 
any other, and we will have no Lincoln. 
The time, I fear, may not he far distant 
when this republic will ho minus a pretty 
respectable President.” 

An escort of cavalry was nfteiward re- 
luctantly tolerated by him, which doubt- 
less did much toward the preservation i f 
his life during the intervening time hi - 
tween thou and the fatal night of the 14tli 
of April, 18(15. ... 

1 may ho pardoned for saying I have met 
many bravo men in the course of my life, 
hut l can conscientiously state that 1 never 
saw a man with truer courage and one so 
devoid of fear as Abraham Lincoln. If he 
ever realised the sensation of that attribute, 
it must have arisen from an apprehension 
of doing wrong. Respoc.t fully,

At the school hoarn meeting Wednesday night, 
Major Kim . all presided, and Messrs. Coffin, Con- 
verse, Walton. Shinn, Aims, Dickin«on, Itaiton, 
1’hllbrick, Weed it rid ilagnr were present. 

Mr. Amu* Mig»;«Mt* d that the fir»t bmdnrss was to 
complete the organization of the board and elect a 
chairman, a. he could not serve. Messrs. Converse, 
WmUoii, Weed Mini Itarton tried to induce him to 
serve, but to in. purpose. A ballot was taken and 
Mr. Weed received 4 votes, Mr. Converse .1, Mr. 
Walton I and .Mr. Barton 1. There was no choice 
ami each gentleman named declined. Another bal- 
lot was taken- and Mr. Dickinson was added to 
the list with three votes and declined. On the third 
ballot, Mr. Converse had 4 votes, Mr. Weed 2 and 
lour others 1 eacn. 

Mr. Hartoii moved that Mr. Front !>e elected and 
Mr. I’hilhrick nominated Mr. Putney, hut neither 
motion met with much favor, and the fourth ballot 
was futile.

Mr. Waiton replied with some heat that he was 
surprised to hear a proposition made to reopen aa 
issue that was fully passed and \va- being forgotten 
by the people. It the case was reopene i lie should 
move to g«. into executive session, so that the pro- 
ceedings would not he made known. The question 
was dead and most satisfactorily so. and the public 
were not further interested iu it.

Bishop Niles en- 
dorsed the Nashua High School as being as good as 
apy in the state, ami he thought lie had said the 
best. Mr. Hill was struck with Mr. Goodwill, ami 
said he was a rare teacher. The school was as good 
as the one in Concord of which Mr. Kvut wa> head 
master. 


Mr. Dickinson said that both Lynn and Chelsea 
had tried to secure Mr. Goodwin. 

Mr. Converse asked why lie left his present place. 
Mr. Barton replied for the increase in salary as he 
now gets §2,200. 

Mi . Ames asked if any scholars were fitted for 
college at the Nashua school. 

The superin teudem said that several pupils were 
fitted every year for all the colleges. 

Mr. llartou said he heard a class of 10 recite in 
Virgil, and it was tlie best recitation he ever heard. 
thoTutcrest show 11 was wonderful; the teacher said 
they we re os much interested in Virgil as in an 
English poem He had given tlie most unbounded 
satisfaction in the government of the school; no 
teacher had to raise his voice ot to speak sharply, 
the discipline w as so ported. There were 150 pu- 
pils in the school, and Mr. Goodwin had the disci - 
mine of the grammar school in the same building. 
I he matter was then referred to the High School 
committee, with instructions to report ut an ad 
, joui ued meeting July fith.

ACTION TAKKN ON T1IK MOfilK FlKt-D 
DRAIN AOF. PROBLEM. 

Tlio board of Aldermen mot Monday 
evening, Mayor Kimball presiding. All 
the members were present. The minutes 
of the last meeting were read and ap- 
proved. Business from the Common Coun- 
cil was disposed of in concurrence. 

The order appropriating $487.50 for the 
purchase of a school house lot was ex- 
plained bv Alderman Grant, who said that 
the city now paid $150 rent for the building 
used, and the proposed lot was in a central 
location, and its purchase was approved by 
Messrs, llarton and Pliilbrick, members of 
the school committee from that ward. The 
public property committee expected later 
to bring in an order for the erection of a 
one Btory school house, with two rooms, of 
such a character that an additional story 
could be added when needed. 

Aldorman Ward endorsed the order, say- 
ing that the location was the most central 
that could be secured, and the order passed. 

Alderman Pcttee presented a pctu'on 
from S. S. Emery and R. Sprague Loring, 
for permission to put up about 200 feet of 
telephone wire on Crescent and Pelham 
streets, the order being endorsed by Chief 
Bixby. The petition was granted, the 
wire to be put up subject to the approval 
of Chief Bixby. 

A petition from ,T. E. Whitman and 10 
other residents of Church street, Wards 
One and Seven, for the numbering of the 
houses, was referred to the City Engineer. 

Alderman Ilollis presented a communica- 
tion from Jacob Faulkner, stating that on

FOl'ltTli OK JULY. 

Alderman Waul reported an order which 
w is passed, giving the Newton Centre lm- 
piove.nciil Association permission to make 
a display ot liicwoiks on ( rysUl Lake, ami 
the approaches thereto, mi Mommy. July 
4th. or if that day w as stormy, on such day 
as the committee should select. 

An invitation was then read from the As- 
sociation, inviting tlm Mayor and the City 
Council to become the guests of the society 
on that evening, and stating that a hand 
concert would be given Horn 7 to 8.30, and 
the display of tire-works would ho given 
in. m 8 io 0.30. it was voted to accept the 
jpviiathm. 

TO STUDY sew Kit Ad E systems. 

Alnt r mail Wind reported uu order from 
committee on seaerage, authorizing 
i|t appropriation of $150 to pay the ex- 


penses of the City Engineer, while investi- 
gating the systems of sewerage adopted in 
other cities, with a view to report on the 
system best adapted for Newton. Mr. 
Ward said tbe .sewerage question was a 
very important ono for Newton, and the 
citizens should have the fullest informa- 
tion of the methods which had been 
adopted in other cities, before taking any 
steps. More information was needed, and 
it should be obtained ns soon as possible. 
The order was adopted nml the work will 
be done under the direction of tlio sewer- 
age committee. 

Alderman Nickerson reported nti order 
authorizing the city to come to nn agree- 
ment with tbe property owners on 
Waverley avenue, for the land taken in 
widening that avenue hist summer* the 
order being intended to legalize Iho work 
done by tbe Highway committee last sum- 
mer. The order was adopted. 

An order appropriating $2,(100 for tbe 
purchase of gravel land on Pine street 
was adopted. The land will probably cost, 
about $2,200, but ns the survey is not 
completed the order was enlarged to cover 
possible contingencies. 

Andrew Peters, who bad petitioned for 
damages for the alleged pollution of 
Cheesecake Brook, was given leave .o with- 
draw. 

NEW BRIDGES, 

On recommendation of the Highway com- 
mittee tbe method of raising $25,000, to be 
expended in constructing new bridges over 
the Charles river at Washington street, 
Ward 4, and Bridge street, Wards 1 and 2, 
was referred to the Financo committee. 

Sanford H. Dudley, attorney for John 
Brainard, who had petitioned for damages 
to his property by Cheesecake brook, was 
given leave to withdraw. 

Gcorgo H. Crocker and eight other resi- 
dents of Walnut Place, Ward 2, asked for 
relief from the water which overflowed 
their street, caused by the street not being 
properly graded; referred to Highway com- 
mittee. 

MR. O’ LK ART’S BARN. 

Timothy O’Leary presented a bill of $250 
for loss caused by the revocation of his li- 
cense to build a barn, after the barn had 
been completed, on recommendation of the 
board of health. II is barn luul been idle 
nearly a year, and he would have to change 
the barn into a dwelling house before be 
could get any benefit from it. lie claimed 
that his loss was far in excess of that sum. 

Alderman Pettee asked it tbe city was 
liable if a license to build was granted 
which would result in a nuisance. He 
thought the party himself should be liable. 

Alderman Johnson moved to refer to 
committee on claims. 

Alderman Hollis said the matter ought 
to bo settled to-night. The case was one 
of particular hardship, as the man had gone 
ahead and built a barn, confiding in the 
worth of his license, and after it was built 
tbe board of health luid stepped in and for- 
bid his making any use ot it. 

Alderman Ward thought the granting of 
licenses was rather risky business if the 
city bad to pay such bills as this. It was a 
man’s duty to know whether his barn 
would prove a nuisance. 

Alderman Johnson said Mr. O’Leary had 
only claimed $150 ar, tlio time tlio board of 
health took its action, but bis barn bad 
been idle ever r.inee, and if the bill was 
reasonable it should be settled now. 

Alderman Howard moved that Mr. 
O’Leary bo paid $150. 

Aldei man Pettee said it was the principle 
be objected to and not the size of the bill. 

If tbe city was not liable ho would not vote 
a cent, but if it was the man should be 
given a fair sum. 

Alderman Grant said the easiest way 
wouUi be to refer the matter to the claims 
committee and let them get the opinion of 
the City Solicitor, and it was referred. 

MORSE FIELD DRAINAGE. 

Alderman Grant moved to take from the 
table the order for the drainage of Morse s 
field, which authorized the construction ot 
a thorough system of drainage there, in 
connection with the Watertown authorities, 
at an expense of $11. 3(H). 

Alderman Grant said he had been over 
the territory and was convinced that some- 
thing shouid be dune, and in such a thor- 
ough way that it would not have tobedone 
again. By the plan proposed, a large area 
would he drained and a large number of 
tax payeis beuciitted. It was entirely sep- 
arate I roni any proposed sewerage system 
and was for suriacu drainage only. He was 
in favor of the order if certain conditions 
were added, which were that Watertown 
should appropriate $8,475, three-fourths of 
the total, and that the work should he be- 
gun by October 1. and continued until com- 
pteJed. 

Alderman Ward asked if the drainage 
w;is to be s licit a gie.it improvement to tin* 
proper, v, why not tax I lie property owners? 
If Mu* city was going about draining all 
me .* •.vamps, win re pi ople bought land be- 
rms- ir was cheap and put up a house 
men lv for spi eulati-ui. it would prove very 
expensive, lie understood that a number 
of li uises were being put up on some 
swamp land in Newtouville l.y speculators, 
and that tln-y had already asked the city to 
expend $30,000 in draining the sw amp. The 
ai ui tors ought to pay a part at least, of the 
cost. 

A'dcrmau Nickerson said that the rase 
o' tin* Morse field lesidents was different. 
It had long been settled and built upon, 
and llie water flowed into their cellars be- 
cause the streets was raised above the 
grade of tin* land. It would bo a hard mat- 
ter to asMHSS i hem. 

Alderman Ilollis said that Morse Hold 
was not a parallel case to tin* swamp laud 
in Ward 2. The residents built tln re many 
years ago, and did not suffer until the grade 
of the streets was raised. It was the duty 
of the city 1 1 pr »vid« relief. 

Alderman Grant said lie was not aware 
that any unplh aii.m had been nmdeforthe 
diainage of flu* swamp land in Ward 2. Tlio 
t .ty Engineer li.nl cst iblisln d a grade lor 
the collar line, and bad also drawn tlm sev- 
er il plans by which flu* district would be 
drained, but no diuiuage had been asked 
for. 

Alderman Ward said that if drainage 
was needed it w ould not I e long before the 
residents of Ward 2 asked for it. 

Alderman Pettee sail that the city ought 
to be protected from laud speculators who 
would buy lots in a wet pasture, because 
ilie land was cheap, put up a few houses, 
get the citv to drain the land at a big ex- 
pense, aud thus expert to make a large 
sum. The ease of the Morse Field resi- 
dents was different, and they ought to bo 
relieved. 

Alderman Ward said he noticed that the 
expense was to be charged to next year's 
appropriations. Why was it not put in 
this year’s taxes? Mi* should vote against 
ad. ing thousands of dollars to next year’s 
faxes. Money bad been appropriat'd for 
this year’s ex pi uses, and the amount 
< i I t not to be exceeded. He was brought 
Ujl to pay for what lie got, ami if he could 


not pay for what lie wanted, to go without 
it. and ho thought, that a good principlo to 
go upon in city affairs. 

Aldorman Nickerson said tlio question 
came up last year, and it was proposed to 
spend $000 in building a drain for two col- 
lars. Then it was proposed to drain the 
whole of Boyd street, and the residents on 
all the streets in that section began to cry 
for drainage. It was then thought best, if 
Watertown would join in. to drain tlio 
whole territory. Watertown had a town 
meeting In July, when the question would 
come up. 

Alderman Harwood said be had visited 
tlio district, and many of the collars were 
yet full of water. Some of the houses 
were so unhealthy that tlio people had been 
compelled to shut them up and go away. 
Some of the property owners said that 
they should pay no more taxes until the 
district was drained. The property thoro 
paid a largo sum into the city treasury in 
taxes, and were entitled to some relief. If 
Alderman Ward would visit, the district ho 
would seo tlio necessity of taking immedi- 
ate action. 

After further discussion. Aldorman Ward 
said he was willing to withdraw his ob- 
jections in this particular case, if in future 
some system of betterments wore adopted. 

A vote was then taken and the order 
passed unanimously. 

Alderman Grant reported from the financo 
committee an order appropriating $102,300 
for the expenses of the city during July 
and August. 

Alderman Grant said that, the stroot rail- 
way question was assigned for discussion 
this evening, hut the hour was so late, he 
would move to lay it over until Monday 
evening, June 27tii. at 7:30 o’clock. The 
motion passed and the board then ad- 
journed.

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Field Bay to Marblehead Neck. 

The excursion of the Newton Natural 
History society to Marblehead Neck last 
Saturday, was a complete success in every 
rospect. The party numbered a little over 
one hundred, and was in charge of I)r. .1. 
F. Friable; early in the morning the gath- 
ering clouds made the outlook a little du- 
bious and prevented twenty-five or moio 
from participating in the visit to the sea- 
shore. Old l*roh. was numerously consulted, 
the oldest Inhabitants interviewed and the 
verdict, by a large majority, was in favor 
of a fair day. And so they went — the so- 
ciety and friends, not Old Prob. and the 
oldest inhabitants— ns theeldest among the 
crowd of young people was only about 
seventy. The most of the party left bos- 
ton at i):05 in the morning, by a special 
train, kindly furnished through the thought- 
ful courtesy of Charles E. Lord, Esq., as- 
sistant general passenger and ticket agent 
of the Huston & Maine railroad. It was a 
pleasant ride of 40 minutes to Dcvereux 
station, where thc|truin was left, nud in a 
long line a walk of half a mile brought 
them to the beach, lly this time tin- clouds 
had broken away, and the bright sun- 
shine ami cool salt breeze cheered these 
seekers after seiunce and a light good 
time. 

Then began the harvest and the Geolog- 
ist, the Zoologist and the botanist soon 
gathered in the specimens on sandy beach, 
among the rocks or along the sedgy, grassy 
shore. 

Pockets and lunch baskets soon grow 
heavy with rocks and hands were filled to 
overflowing with wild flowers and grasses. 

At the little chapel where the society 
held the exercises of the day two years ago, 
when Rev. l)r. Shinn gave his admirable 
address on •‘Marblehead, its history and 
traditions,” these hampers met otln rs 
who had comedown liy a previous and a sub- 
sequent train. Soon they scattered in lit- 
tle groups along the rocky bluffs, flecking 
the weathered headland with patches of 
cheerful, annimated nature, and then the 
mid-day lunch was taken with fun, frolic 
and flirtation. The latter, although not so 
substantial, was by far the pleasantest of 
the whole— to those inside the ring. If it 
had not been asserted that there weie no 
elderly persons in the party, it might be 
said of a lew of the older male members of 
it, as they saw the pleasure of the young 
men : 

"Ami the old codgers look on and sigh 
Ami think of days long since gone bj, 

When they were young. 

lint joints grow /till, and bends get Imre, 

While they would give their debts to share 
With these young chaps the fun." 

After lunch, in detachments, the com- 
pany crossed the harbor in the litt e 
steam or sail ferry boats to Marblehead, 
and there explored many of the points ai d 
places of interest, dating back to eld 
colonial and revolutionary times. 

Ono littie party under the guidance of 
Otis Pottee, Esq., whose familiarity with 
the historic old times rendered him' a com- 
petent and instructive describer, went to 
see the home of the celebrated skipper 
Ircson, whose name for so many years 
rested under a cloud, but now, through 
critical research, is cleared from the dark 
crime, and although too late for him to 
know here, proves that sometimes, in the 
cud, justice prevails. 

Near by was seen tho home of Elbridgo 
Gerry, one of the signers of tho Declara- 
tion of Independence. A little further on 
the Lee homestead was visited — a house 
rendered historic because it was the home 
of one of the staunchest patriots, and also 
because both Washington and Lafayette 
had been guests beneath his roof. Upon 
its walls can be seen the paper placed 
there, perhaps, more than a century ago. 
The next place visited, and this may be 
considered the most interesting of all, was 
St. Michael’s church, erected in 1714. Al- 
though additions have been made to it 
since, its antiquity is at once apparent. 

Abbott Hall, containing the free public 
library, is a fine building, and from its 

iwer a magnificent panoramic picturo is 
seen on every side. Quite a number of 
tho excursionists remained in the tower, 
close by the bell, to experience the sensa- 
tion of the vibrating sound when the four 
o’clock hour bell should strike. 

A quarter before five found the the pil- 
grims gathered at the Marblehead depot, 
and live minutes later they left on their 
special train for Boston, arriving in New- 
ton at 0:50, happy, tired, sun-burned and 
dirty, thoroughly convinced that tlie Field 
Day had been a complete success.

The dedicatory exercises which preceded 
the opening of the Public Library to the 
public, last Friday evening, were or the 
most interesting character, and a largo por- 
tion of this issue of the Graphic is given 
up to a report of the addresses. The open- 
ing of such a building as the library now is 
is worth commomorating, nnd this fact 
was fully recognized by the speakers. Mr, 
Farolw, president of the board of trustees, 

• is an ideal presiding oiiicer, and his happy 
■way of introducing the speakers added 
much to the interest of the occasion. 

The longest and most important address 
wna made by Ex-Mayor Spearo, and it con- 
tained so many interesting facts in 
regard to the history of tho library 
that it is printed in full. The storv of the 
early days of such an institution is always 
worth studying, and Mr. Speare presented 
it from the standpoint of one who was an 
active worker in the cause. 

, The other addresses were remarkable for 
the apt way in which the speakers re- 
sponded, each man evidently having been 
given a text in which ho was specially in- 
terested. The tribute paid to the librarian, 
who is so soon to retire from her position, 
was a very flattering one, and the enthusi- 
astic applause which greeted Mr. E. II. 
Cutler was also very significant, when 
coming from such an audience, consisting 
as it did of representative people from all 
sections of the city. It showed the state 
of public feeling, and it is unfortunate that 
so few members of the school committee 
were present to witness it. 

With the completion of the auditions to 
the building. Newton has now a public 
library of which her citizens may well feel 
proud. They have one public building at 
least, which they can point out to strangers 
with the complacent feeling that few cities 
of double the size cau show anything equal 
to it. The library is nowwfitted to do a 
much larger and better educatioual work, 
and its iuflueuoe will be proportionately 
extended. 

HORNE FI ■''!,!> DRAINAGE. 

The Morse Field drainage problem seems 
in a fair way of beiug solved, and the resi- 
dents are certainly entitled to some relief. 
In the interesting discussion in the board 
of Aldermen, Monday night, one of the 
strongest points in their favor was not 
touched upon. They were not troubled 
with water in their cellars, until the city 
had blasted away the ledge on the easterly 
side of the district, which is supposed to 
have opened up seams in the rocks, through 
which the water llows. That and the 
street grade have been the cause of most of 
their sorrows. If Watertown will now 
unite with the Newton authorities, the dis- 
trict will be made one of the most desir- 
able for residences of any in this vicinity. 
]t was shown at the receui annexation 
heating, we believe, that Wat itown gets 
some $10,000 a year in taxes out >f the dis- 
trict.and it would only be just t give some 
id it back, now that such a h ug needed 
i a (M ovement is in project. The plea that 
tip. town is wailing for Newton will he no 
longer available, and it would seem to be 
good policy for the Watertown authorities 
to do something for this district, of which 
it professes to think so much,— when the 
annexation project is before the legislatin'* . 

■ Hie NEIIOOL ItUAKI). 

The school board meeting. Wednesday 
night, had many amusing features, imt the 
least of which was the disinclination of the 
majority to accept the chairman >hip, and 
the fact that not one of them came near 
getting enough votes to elect. They had 
evidently hoped that Mr. Aines would not 
insist upon his resignation and were not 
prepared for the emergency. An excellent 
choice was made, however, as Mr. Converse 
is well qualified for the position, ami. like 
Mr, Ames, will have the confidence of the 
public. 

Mr. Walton’s statement, that the excite- 
ment over the action of tho majority in ic- 
gard .to Mr. Cutler had all died out, was 
also amusing, it was so directly contrary to 
tbe facts, as Mr. Walton will find if he 
should be a candidate for re-election. 

The desire expressed by Messrs, liarton, 
WaJtpn uiid J'Uilbrick for an executive ses- 
sion, if anything was to be said about the 
High School, was in marked contrast to the 
position of the friends of Mr. Cutler, who 
have always welcomed the widest publicity 
to any of the charges made against him. 
The majority have a lamentable want of 
conlidcnco in the public, but it is better to 
make ( barges openly, so that their truth 
can be investigated, than to go about mak- 
ing tlttijt secretly. 

Mr. ballon’s description of the merits of 
Pi* candidate was a very clever and vivid 
sketch, rather in the nature of a legul 
bn r -The public wilt bo triad to know 
that Mr. Goodwin has prepared students 
for “all the colleges," as that experience 
will quality him to prepare pupils for the 
half dozen colleges to which our High 
School pupils are sunt. There is some dif- 
ference also between schools of lbOaud one 
of 4M> pupils. 


The small sum of $150 will not enable 
tho City Engineer to have much of a 
“junket," when he starts out to study the 
sewerage system of other cities. Tho fash- 
ionable thing is to go to Pullman, when 
making a study of this question, nnd re- 
turn by way of Washington, but from tho 
size of the appropriation the City Engineer 
will probably not be ablo to Ret much 
farther away than Chelsea. However, the 
Chelsea sewerage system is said to ho an 
admirable one, and well adapted for such a 
a place ns Newton. 

Ai.heum.vn Ward’s remarks on the ne- 
cessity of limiting expenditures to the np- 
propi iatioiis were wise and practical, and 
it would be a good thing for Newton if his 
advice could he carried out. Going with- 
out what we cannot pay for is getting to bo 
a very unfashionable doctrine, especially in 
public matteis. The modern theory is that 
as all improvements are more or less under- 
taken for the hcuelit of the future, tho fu- 
ture should pay for them. 

The soldier’s exemption bill presented a 
puzzling dilemma to Governor Antes, as 
whichever way he acted was sure to bring 
censure and some loss of popularity. The 
reasons given for signing it would none 
of them have sufficed for Governor llobin- 
son, for instance. 


The last novel in Tieknor’s paper series 
is “Tho Prelate,’’ a charming story of Ho- 
man life, which proves as fascinating on a 
second reading as it did when first pub- 
lished. The series are such a success, 
that several editions of the earlier issues 
have been already sold. 


The Newton Cottage Hospi tal. 

The quarterly meeting of the boat'd of trustees 
was held Monday afternoon, June 20th, at the 
Hospital. Fifteen members were present. 

Thu report of tho tieasiirer allowed that the bal- 
ance on ba.vd for current expenses was $'2,'k'3.*22. 
lie bad received from the city of Newton the ap- 
propriation of $1,000; from the Newton High 
.School ’{<8 Orchestra, $.Y2 , and income from the 
Margaret Lecson fund, $25. A summary of the 
expenses for the 12 months ending July l, showed 
u total of $4,025.12. 

Tbe report of the executive committee slated 
that at the beginning of the new year the commit- 
tee was notified that the city had appropriated the 
sutu of $1,000 to cover the expense* of patients 
who are 100 poor to pav for their board and cure, 
and might otherwise have to he provided for hv 
the overseers of the poor. A now responsibility 
was thus thrown upon the committee by the great 
d anger o! imposition if the admission is made too 
easy and uuguarded. 

The committee have taken all possible care in 
this respect, and, ns a proper safeguard, the mat- 
ron is directed to notify the clerk of the overseers 
of the poor when such a patient is received, 
and of the terms upon which he is received ; uiso 
to keep a separate account of ull such patients, mid 
of Die amounts properly churguuhle to this appio- 
prialiou. It is tiuiicrslood that seven dollars per 
week is considered as a ptopci ciiurgc iu such 
cases; and iu the case of stare patients, for which 
the city cun collect only three dollurs per week, 
that the city account -hull divide the deficient four 
dollurs with the Hospitul; so that the charge of 
such patients to the citv account *hnll he five ilnl- 
lus, and of other peumless patients, seven dol- 
lars. 

A few weeks ago the Hospital contained four- 
teen patients, nine of whom were women; ami as 
the womeu’s ward contains only six beds, two pa- 
tients were put iu the children’s ward, and one in 
flic private room ; and we were reminded again of 
the need of completing the wing which was in- 
tended for the women, and which is really needed 
for their accommodation, and ulso to set free the 
space now occupied by the women for its proper 
use us private rooms. 

The uced of the Hospitul is fully shown by the 
experience of the year; the success of its pluu for 
medical attendance is commanding attention from 
many quarters; it. practical success in the healing 
uf the sick is most gratifying. 

In regard to the uew matron, Miss Mary F. 
Palmer, the report says: '‘Her conduct of the 
Hospital (luring tnc Iasi uinnth)appcurs to the com* 
milieu aiuplv to justify their confidence, and to be 
a proper subject of congratulation." 

A report was presented by the building uotn- 
luilicc, showing that they are preparing to go on 
with the building of the much needed new wing 
us sooon us the fuuds arc in hand for that pur- 
pose. 

The matron reported the total number of pa- 
tients admitted since the opeutug of the Hospitul 
lust June. *J 1 . 

It was voted that the finance committee he au- 
thorized to secure contributions for building the 
ta w w ard. K. A. Whiston, Secretary. '

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THE LIBRARY REDEIUCATED. 

Mdr*s*<vs Made by Many Prominent 
Clttniii 

a nKscnirrioN of tiik improvement* 

M ADK. 

Tlie Free Public Library was dedicated 
last Friday evening, a large company of 
prominent citizen* being present. The 
building was opened at 7 o'clock, and lor 
»n hour the various rooms were visited, and 
tbe many improvements inspected. At 8 
o’clock the guests gathered in Chaffin Hall 
as the magazine reading room in the rear 
of tho first floor is called, and listened to 
the dedicatory exercises. Mr. John S. 
Fallow, president of the hoard of trustees, 
presided and introduced the speakers in 
the happiest manner. liev. Dr. Calkins 
was called upon and offered prayer, in 
which ho invoked the Divine blessing up- 
on the institution. 

Mr. Fallow made the opening address, 
and said that 17 years ago on the 17th of 
June, a meeting was held to dedicate the 
original building, and again a meeting was 
held to dedicate the new addition, and to 
rejoice over the union of the new and the 
old. It was well to recall how tho library 
was started, as an incentive to those who 
find a similar opportunity open to them to 
<lo good. 20 years ago a few gentlemen in 
this village, who felt the need of a free 
public library, met at the house of Mr. 
George llacon, to discuss the subject, ami 
this was the first of manv meetings which 
were held. It was finally decided to buy a 
lot of laud, a favorable opportunity pre- 
senting itself, and the library lot was pur- 
chased by a few brave spirits, and the work 
of collecting subscriptions was undertaken. 
*70,000 was collected from residents of this 
village, with tho exception of one or two 
thousand dollars, and the building was 
erected and books purchased. It was the 
plan of the founders to provide enough 
money to run the library for 5 years, the 
length of time the senior trustee was to 
hold office, the trustees being elected for 
5. 4, 3. 2 ami 1 years. Before the end of 
that time, the members of that association 
realized the necessity of putting the library 
on a permanent foundation, as some of 
their number had already passed away, ami 
life at the best was short, and it was de- 
cided to present the library to the city, on 
condition that it should always be main- 
tained as a free public library. The trans- 
fer was made eleven years ago, and since 
that time the library had gone on in its 
career of prosperity, and had demonstrated 
the wisdom of its founders, among whom 
were Messrs. Edmands, Jones and Chaffin, 
whose names would ever be couueoted with 
the library. There had never been any 
local fee’ing about the library, but the in- 
tention to make it embrace the whole city 
had been faithfully carried out. There 
had been, he was glad to say, no thought 
of sectarian or political feeling in the 
management of the library, but the only 
thought v\ the minds of the trustees had 
been the good it might accomplish. The 
plan of transferring it to the city had 
been fr.rmed in Mayor Hyde’s administra- 
tion. and had been consummated under the 
administration of Mayor Spcare. The 
project of enlargement had been favorably 
received by the present city government, 
and the trustees had been treated in the 
most friendly manner. Mayor Kimball had 
favored it from the start, ami done all he 
could to bring It about. It was our lit st duty 
to thank tbe city government for their aid in 
giving us this building, and in aiding to 
give the means tor acquiring knowledge to 
the citizens. He had no fear that this 
country would ever be ruined by anarchists 
or socialists, as long as such liberal pro- 
vision was made for free education. Intel- 
ligence was a foe to socialistic schemes.atid 
the younger generation should be taught 
to be bold to denounce wrong, wherever it 
existed, regardless of consequences. 

The greatest danger to the country was 
from tbe spread of insidious corruption, 
which had made its appearance in high 
places, and which would ruin the country 
unless men had courage to denounce it and 
oppose it. and men would not have this 
courage unless they were educated. He 
would call upon the mayor of the eity to 
respond for tlie city government, (applause.) 

MAYOR KIMUALL’S APDHKSS. 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen:— 
It is with pleasure that we have convened 
to unite in the re-dedication of tills building 
devoted to the purposes of the Newton 
Free Library. To express our satisfaction 
at its completion, and our appreciation of 
the excellence of tbe arrangements that 
have been made to facilitate the business 
of the library and to accommodate and 
seiveall who may avail themselves of its 
privileges. These spacious, well lighted 
and well ‘ventilated rooms will he a con- 
stant source of gratification to very many. 
This building as it now stands is a complete 
success, an honor to tho city and a credit 
l > all who have had any part in it. 

The institution of a free library to afford 
the peoole opportunities for the acquisition 
of knowledge is a grand design, and a work 
of the noblest character: it represent prog- 
ress and liberality. To promote intelligence 
is to increase the happiness of the individual 
and to secure greater obedience to law and 
older. This and like Institutions scattered 
over this fair laod extend an influence un- 
mer. urahle in its lteuefits, and they should 
i e willingly and liberally maintained. In 
our country, composed as it is of people 
representing every nationality and opinions 
as diverse and in as great variety.and who, 
under our elective form of government, 
•may occupy important public offices, it is 
essential for the very safety of our land 
that there shoald lx: some great controlling 
iuliueuev that Shall enlighten and harmou- 
4 at» this vast number of people, and guide 
aud help them, in the consideration ami 
.etdement of tho great questions which 
nr« aud ever will be presented, involving 
the various interests and the rights of all. 

General education is the guarunu e upon 
w hich we rest. 

It in upou the intelligence ami loyalty 
vf th« citizens that we depend for the per- 
maucuca and security of our government. 

4 congratulate tire people of Ncwuiu up- 
ou havim- so finely equipped afree library. 
I congratulate thv*u also upon the great 
number of ohurehe* aud public, schools 
Lei a maiutaiiMxl; they are splendid proof 
vif the ad*ra*i-xrneiit of our city in the be- 
lief tu education and in truth. 

I congratulate you, Mr. TrusidenL upou 
the success aud jiigb r eputation our library 


lias attained under your administration, 
which l run justified In saying is duo to the 
great interest ami good management of the 
ti ustccs, seconded by the lu arty co-opera- 
tion of the librarian and assistants. 

In addition to the sum appropriated l»y 
the city council for tho mainuinance of the 
library, other amounts have been given by 
liberal citizens. For several years an in- 
come lias been deiivnd from these gener- 
ous gifts, tlie donors of which are entitled 
to the grateful appreciation of the com- 
munity. 1 have now the pleasure ami the 
light on behalf of the people 1 have the 
honor to represent, to extend to you, Mr. 
President, their sincere thanks lor vour 
magnificent gi!t to the Binary, known as 
the Fallow* Deference Department. 

Mr. Fal low said that no matter what the 
city had done lately, we should not ho en- 
i lying the benefits of the library had it not 
been for the original founders, and be 
called upon Ex-Mayor Spea re, under whose 
administration the transfer to the city had 
been made, to say a word for them, as ho 
had done much in favor of tho project. 

KX-MAYOU SPKAHK’a ADDRESS. 

It is no small privilege to ho allowed to 
speak in the time that I can properly oc- 
cupy, of the founders of this library, ami 
my "only regret is, that 1 have not that gift 
ol tongue or pen, which can do adequate 
justice to the precious memory of the 
louiidera of “The Newton Free Library.” 

Mr. President, where shnll 1 commence? 
Who planted tlie seed that has germinated, 
grown and fruited in tins beautiful ami 
commodious building, with its shelves well 
tilled with tho garnered thought, with the 
fancy ami knowledge of ages*.* Was it the 
Newton Library Association, with its 
limited numbers," books ami means? or was 
it some one of those who appreciated the 
good beiug accomplished by tho 1700 vol- 
umes, ami who saw* by the vision of faith 
what a great and grand tiling it would bo, 
if we could have a thoroughly furnished 
Binary in an appropriate building. 

Tlie first real move in this direction was 
the purchase of the 20,500 feet of land on 
which this building now stands, at a cost 
of $3300, and the honor of raising this 
sum belongs to our fellow citizen, Joel li. 
llills, not only tlie collector but a contribu- 
tor to an equal amount with any of tlie 
seventeen, save one, the late Frank Sli inner. 

But the securing of tbe land did not 
secure the library. It was offered as a 
present to the “Newton Library Associa- 
tion,” on the condition that they should 
erect within live years a brick or stone 
library building, two stories in height, 
suitable for the purpose or a “Free Putilic 
Library and Reading Room,” but the Asso- 
ciation as regretfully declined to accept the 
valuable profferred gift. Then commenced 
the meetings of tho owners of the land, 
aud their friends that could be induced to 
take an interest iu the enterprise. Another 
subscription paper was started, but it is so 
much easier to talk glibly and learnedly of 
the value and desirability of a library than 
it is to give the required thousands that 
are necessary for its successful accom- 
plishment, that it was nearly three years 
before they were ablo to adopt measures 
looking to the erection Of this building. 
But on tbe evening of Jan. 7, IStlS, the 
chairman of tbe trustees, your predecessor, 
tho late George II. Jones, Esq., had the 
satisfaction to report that the lion. J. Wiley 
Edmands was ready to contribute $15,000 
on condition that a like sum should be con- 
tributed by others, aud a few stipulations 
as to the building and its future manage- 
ment, all eminently wise and characteristic 
of the broad minded and public spirited 
mail that lie w as in all matters of general 
interest. Shall we not then say that the 
Hon. J. Wiley Edmands was indeed pre- 
eminently the founder of this library? and 
that although his modestly would not per- 
mit the building to he named “The Ed- 
munds Free Library,” it will ever stand to 
the inhabitants of" this city both a monu- 
ment of bis beuiflceucc and an incentive to 
others, to contribute of the means of 
which God has made them stewards, for 
purposes of public good. 

There could be but little hazard in 
placing next on the roll of names the 
name of Mr. George 11. Jones, who as 
chairman of the land owners, then President 
of the Trustees, till the limit of time under 
tho by-laws that lie could remain a trustee, 
and again President after tlie transfer to 
the city, which office lie tilled so worthily 
and acceptably, that no other person was 
ever named for the position till he was 
called from our midst. 

Permit me then to give a few' facts of the 
early history of Mr. Jones, and iu it, you 
may possibly find tho acorn nut planted in 
his young niiud, which germinated and 
grew to the grand and beautiful oak, under 
me shadows of whose branches we are 
now seated. 

At an early age. 11, I believe, thrown up- 
on bis own efforts, to care for and educate 
himself, he seeks and finds employment in 
one of the factories of Lowell. Soon ho 
found that the time and money of most of 
bis fellow laborers was spent in frolic and 
disipation. This was not iu accord with 
his desire and instruction, nor his personal 
inclinations, and he sought among his 
fellow workers others of like purposes, aud 
soon a club of six was formed for study 
and mutual improvement, and let me here 
give you the names of five of them, a roll 
of honor 1 would wish placed iu every fac- 
tory in our country: Goo. H. Jones, Win. 
A. Burke, Wm. P. Haynes. Augustine 
llayues, and a Mr. Blanchard, the name of 
the sixth 1 have forgotten, lint see the re- 
sult of these evening meetings: at one 
time in the following years each of those 
six young men were at the head of six dif- 
ferent large aud successful manufacturing 
establishments, and a few years later three 
or four of them, (aud 1 do not know but 
all,) were the treasurers of a like number 
oi corporations. 

All have closed their labors here, were 
successful iu securing for themselves aud 
families a competency, honored positions iu 
society, ‘and uepai ting left behind them, 
foot-prints on the saints of time,” in which 
if the young men of Newton or any other 
place, shall follow, they may find like 
rewards. Is it prusuinptious to infer that 
his early aud persistent efforts, in the 
acquiring of his education and his know l- 
edge of the value thut hooks hud been to 
him, gave him that indefatigable persever- 
ance and indomitable zeal that would not 
let him desist iu his effoits until he suw 
the consummation of his highest hones in 
this well-furnished aud beautiful Library; 
gratefully accepted by tho eity aud prom- 
ised to be kept and cared for as the in- 
creasing wants of a growing population 
shall demand. 

Next on the roll, one whose good taste 
and generosity are only excelled by his 
modesty, aud iiiul not his name been men- 
tioned by some one oil the evening of Lite 
tiuusfer to the city, we might hesitate, hut 
j for the reason that probably induced you, 
, Mr. President, to then and there inform 
• theritizms of Newton to whom they were 
indebted for a subscription, so large in 


amount and oportunc in time, that It se- 
cured the early completion and successful 
opening of the Library, we. as did you, un- 
hesitatingly place the name of Mr. John <\ 
rhaffln— and of him we need only snv, he 
“still lives” and is known to you all— hut 
what purposes of fmtloT public benefact- 
ions are germinating in bis mind wo must, 
leave until the curtain is drawn. 

We w*,H not fm tlier attempt to assign the 
relative position of the founders, but it 
may be Proper to state that George II. 
Jones. Joim (\ Chaffin and Isaac T. Burr 
were the trustees that held the lands and 
these gentlemen, with J. Wile.v Edmands, 
George \V. Bacon, John S. Fallow, A. B. 
Underwood. Joel II. llills, George S. Bul- 
lies, George JS. Harwood ami one other, con- 
stituted the hoard of trusties who collected 
the funds, elected the building and Htarted 
in successful operation the Newton Free 
Library. The names of the 084 who con- 
tributed the $05,000 raised and expended 
or turned over to the city with the Library 
are a roll of honor that will, doubtless, 
ho ever kept in some proper and enduring 
form within this building. 

The gifts and bequests for llio benefit of 
the Library have been so conunemlablo 
and worthy of imitation that it seems to us 
fitting that they should be mentioned on 
this occasion The first was from David 
Brainard Jewett, $5,000, and later a like 
sum from his widow. Mr. Jew ett also pre- 
sented to the Library the excellent copy of 
“ Raphael’s Transfiguration.” Mr. Jewett 
was reared among the green hills of Ver- 
mont. and in such proximity to the Green 
Mountains on the West and tho White 
Mountains on the East, his lovo of the beau- 
tiful inspired him to the giftof this elegant 

f iioturo and the fund, the income of which, 
n all the cyclo of coming time, is to ho 
expended in cultivating and perpet- 
uating that elevating emotion, the love of 
the grand and beautiful. 

Next in importance tho bequest of Mr. 
Charles A. Read, which yields an annual 
income of about $000, to lie expended in tho 
purchase of hooks by tho trustees. 

The gift of $1,000 by a citizen, tho in- 
come of which is to bo expended in tho 
purchase of standard works on “Manufac- 
turing and Mechanics.” and the especial 
direction in which this income was to be 
expended, was made by tlie suggestion of 
tbe president at that time, the late George 
H. Jones, Esq. 

And last, by your bcnefioience, Mr. Pres- 
ident, a fund of $5,000 lias been placed in 
the hands of the trustees, the income to ho 
expended in valuable works of reference, 
accessible to nil. to be used in the room 
where they will be kept. 

Thus wisely liavo you added another 
link to the chain that shall bind your mem- 
ory to the grateful hoarts of the citizens of 
Newton. 

As in tho past, one by one our citizens 
have been moved to provide for the varied 
wants of this Library — this broadest and 
best of our school houses— we doubt not, 
as the years roll on and tho numbers of our 
inhabitants rapidly augment, and tho wants 
of the library shall also increase, possibly 
faster than may he judged wise to he met 
by taxation, although no expenditure by 
the city has or will make a more valuable 
return than that expended for our library; 
these wants will be recognized, and gladly 
met, as promptly, as wisely and as gener- 
ously as in tho past. 

Mr. Fallow said that the tender of the 
library had been made in the administra- 
tion of Ex-Mayor Hyde, who had done all 
lie could to promote it. He had worked 
with the legislature to secure legislation, so 
that the city could accept the gift. He 
was .a resident of Newton Centre, which 
village was one of the first friends of the 
library, and had given to it its own library 
of 1400 volumes, which was supplemented 
by the gift of the library at Lower Falls. 
Tlie trustees had hoped that tho ^Vest 
Newton Atheneum would follow this ex- 
ample. and a gentleman of West Newton 
had assured him that it would, as all 
they wanted was that a separate reading- 
room should be maintained there. For his 
part, he hoped the time would come when 
a. free reading room would be maintained 
in eaeli ward, on account of the great good 
they would do the young people.

who whs received with hearty npplause. 
She told iu few words of her work and 
prospects, and said that the good librarian 
must have the work at heart, must have it 
in her thoughts constantly, and there wore 
so many motives to appeal to tho librarian, 
that one could linrdly help being devoted 
to it. The work was such a beautiful one, 
so hclpiul to others. She can help people 
to get knowledge, to he interested in higher 
ideas of life and living. MIhs James con- 
cluded by referring to the help and support 
she line! received from Mr. Fallow, who 
had been on tho board of trustees every 
year but one of hor service here, and from 
the other trustees, who had dono not only 
all she had asked but more. JSho did not 
go away because she did not like Newton 
or the library, for her work here hail al- 
ways been of the pleasantest, but she felt 
that a chance was offered which she ought 
not to decline. She was to have full power 
to do as she pleased, and she had a great 
curiosity to see If she could not do as well 
or better in the now field. There was a 
great work to he done there, and it grati- 
llecl n librarian’s pride to liavo such an 
offer. Nevertheless, she should be very 
sorry to leave her friends here, hut leaving 
them was not losing them. 

Mr. Fallow then spoke of tho Jersey 
Stock Club, and said that, queer as might 
seem, the club had been one of the best 
friends the library had had. Tho original 
founders of the library had boon members 
of the club, and every year since, the club 
had done something for tho library. Tlie 
pictures of Mr. Edinnnds and Mi\ Jones 
were presented by the club. All the large 
donations but one had been given by mem- 
bers of the club. Peoplo think the club is 
a set of good fellows, who meet to have a 

S ood time, hut tho meetings were often 
iscussions of wlmt could ho dono to 
benefit tho city.

It started iu 
your village, Mr. President, and we are 
glad it did, you had the men with means to 
start it, but it belongs to the city of New- 
ton. You send tho hooks right to our 
doors, so that we are even better served 
than tho residents of Newton Corner— I 
mean of Newton, for you do not like the 
old name now. We are willing you should 
foot the bills. But this is only the begin- 
ning, as the late J. Wiley Edmands said to 
me before his death. “In my judgment, 
Newton has just entered on a career of pros- 
perity; it has a magnificent future, ” and 
the same may be said of this library. 
Nothing is too good for Newton, and such 
a library as this will ho of incalculable 
value in educating tho people. Taxes may 
he high here, but you get something in re- 
turn for it, and Mr. Ilyde illustrated this 
by telling a very amusing story of a man 
who had a house to sell in Groton, and 
thought it would bo easy to make a sale as 
taxes were only $4 on the thousand. If 
people want modern improvements they 
must pay for them, and the people of New- 
ton want the best and are willing to pay 
for it. (Applause.) 

Mr. Fallow sail’ that olio re.uarkahle 
fact about the library was that the 
majority of the circulation of hooks was 
outside of Wards One and Seven, and there 
was a daily delivery in every ward iu the 
city. With the completion of the addition 
to the library, there was room now for line 
paintings and statuary, which lie hoped its 
friends would remember. Notwithstanding 
all that has been done by others, the library 
would not have attained to its present 
measure of success, but for its librarian; 
(Applause.) To her executive ability 
and good management the library was 
greatly indebted, aud the trustees as well 
as the citizens regretted that she wus to 
leave them. She has a very flattering op- 
portunity, however, to start a great library, 
aud one that appeals directly to tho nru- 
bitionof a librarian. 

The people of Wilkesbarre, PttUU., have 
heard of the excellence of oui New 
England libraries, aud hope to rival them; 
having abundant moans, they can offer 
great temptations iu the way of salary, and 
also promise thut the librarian will only be

was unfortunate for tho speakers. Ho 
would give a sentiment and then in his 
happy way say all that could ho sa d upon 
it. Ho could say, however, that the Jersey 
.Stock Club had their hands in all sorts of 
matters, from municipal elections and 
library affairs, to state and presidential 
elections, and ho had even heard it said 
that tho club ran one of tho churches in 
this part of Newton. There were only 20 
members, possibly because most, of tho 
dining-rooms in the city would not accom- 
modate more. It, was doing an excellent 
work in this city, and ho wished that 
there were 50 clubs of 20 members each in 
Newton. Its members comprised men of 
all professions, from bank and rail- 
roads presidents down to humble news- 
paper publishers, and its work was for tho 
good of tho city. Tho club was formed in 
the same year as the public library was 
started, 1870, and ho thought it might be 
claimed as a twin of the public library. In 
behalf of tho club ho congratulated tho 
city on tho possession of such a library, 
and he hoped tho board of trustees would 
succeed in getting as good a librarian as 
tho one thoy were going to lose. 

Mr. Furlow said that ho would accept the 
criticism of the last speaker, ami would 
turn his attention to the clergy, who en- 
joyed tho benetits of the library as much 
as any other class of people, and ho 
thought thoy wore not in tho habit of call- 
ing for Young’s Night Thoughts, and like 
gloomy books, but for Thackeray, Dickens 
and thoso of a cheerful character. There 
was an Institution on the llill at Newton 
Centre, which ho had heard was doing a 
good work, and all|would like to hear from 
its president. 

REV. DR. 1IOVEY 

responded in a very pleasant manner, 
speaking of his interest in the library, and 
bis only regret had been that it was not at 
the (.'outre. They had a library in the in- 
stitution with which ho was connected, hut 
the books were necessarily rather restricted 
in character. As for his young men, lie 
thought they had seen at least tho outside of 
Tliaekery and Dickens. A public library 
ought to be store-houso of knowledge of all 
kinds, and the the clergy as well as others 
would rejoice nt the improvements in the 
Newton Library, and especially at the ad- 
dition of the reference department. As a 
rule the clergy were not able to have ex- 
tensive libraries of their own. and a public 
library was a great benefit to them. The 
library gave ample accommodation to peo- 
ple at tho Centre, and it was liberally pat- 
ronized by them. A man must go inside 
of books to be well informed, and reading 
was a means of disciplining the mind in a 
delightful and easy way. Fiction had its 
uses as a means of recreation, which all 
men need, and if tho fiction is of a high 
character, the mind is uplifted by it and 
the moral tone strengthened. The New- 
ton free library had so far been admirably 
conducted, and had done an excellent work. 
It was especially gratifying to know that 
the young people patronized it so largely. 

Mr. Farlow then introduced the secretary 
of the statif board of education, by saying 
that a room had been fitted up in the library 
for the use of teachers and their 
classes, when they had special subjects to 
teach, for which many books of reference 
were needed, and to explain how this work 
could be best carried on lie would call 
upon 

MR. .JOHN tv. DICKINSON. 

The latter road a brief paper ho had pre- 
pared in regard to books aud reading, and 
■quoted the excellent rules given by Hamil- 
ton, in which the importance of reading 
much but not many books was insisted 
upon. For general reading, only those 
books filled with useful knowledge and 
fitted to cultivate the taste should be 
chosen. Students should confine their 
reading to subjects connected with tlieir 
studies. Tho public library was well 
worthy the attention of the good men of 
tho city, and lie was glad to know that it 
was so intimately related to tho schools. 

REV. MR. 1IORNRROOKE 

was next introduced, and said that it 
was a popular delusion that the function of 
a librarian was only to hand out books; the 
same people believed this that believed 
that a minister’s work was easy. A librar- 
ian bad to classify and analyze thoroughly 
tho books in a library, so that those who 
patronized the library would find what 
they wanted, without tho trouble of going 
through a great number of books. A li- 
brarian was the pioneer, who went ahead 
and blazed the path for others to follow. 
Some people complained because they 
could not find the books they wanted, but 
one libiary could not contain all the books 
that were published, aud a good principle 
to act upon was to ask lor what you V ant, 
if you don’t see it, and keep asking till you 
get it. The managers of the library are 
very accommodating, and if they find cer- 
tain books in demand, t hey will send for 
them. A binary was a means of education, 
and a good public library did a very im- 
portant educational work. The books 
should bo carefully selected, and those 
chosen Which would aid in cultivating the 
readers, and inspire thorn to nobler man- 
hood, aud the young especially should have 
their reading caret ully looked after, and he 
kopt from most of tho so-called juvenile 
books, which were worthless. It was fit- 
ting tliat the men who had given generous- 
ly should be remembered, and there was no 
better way of remombering them than by 
making a worthy use of tho library. 

ALDERMAN II. S. GRANT 

was next introduced by Mr. Farlow, who 
said tho trustees were under great obliga- 
tions to tho public property committee, of 
which Mr. Grant was chairman. Mr. Grant 
said ho supposed his connection with the 
library bad ended with tho completion of 
the addition to the building, but he would 
give a brief history of the work tho past 
year. A year ago the trustees reported the 
library inadequate, that more book room 
and a new reference room were urgently 
needed. The members of tho city govern- 
ment believed that the eity would be justi- 
fied in enlarging the library, aud so meet- 
ing the wants and wishes of the people, 
and so £24,000 was appropriated. The 
committee had expended the money, the 
work was done, ami lie believed that all the 
citizens wore fully satisfied. The commit- 
tee extended to the trustees their thanks 
for the kindly way in which all suggestions 
had been received, and congratulated them 
and the city on the great improvement that 
had been made. , 

Mr. Fallow next called upon the superin- 
tendent of schools, Mr. Emerson, as a man 
who was competent to tell of the import- 
ant relation the library sustained to the 
public schools. No one responded and Mr. 
Farlow then culled upon 

Mil. E. II. CUTLER, 

Head master of the High .School, who was 
received w ith enthusiastic applause, which 
prevented him from speaking for several 


minutes. Mr. Cutler said U was hardly 
fair to call upon him to fill the place of a 
gentleman so abundantly qualified to speak, 
and after tho question lind been so ably 
covered by preceding speakers; but lie 
thought it was a significant coincidence 
that the two principal educational institu- 
tions !of Newton, the Public Library and 
the High .School, should have outgrown 
their accommodations at the samo time, 
and that the same city government and the 
same contractor should have provided the 
increased room needed, lie congratulated 
the city that the work had been so well 
done. The history of the High School was 
in one respect different from that of the li- 
brary. The latter was largely indebted to 
private, the former entirely to public be- 
nevolence. The names connected with tho 
rooms of the library were worthy of re- 
membrance. and ho hoped that tiio good 
work thus begun would be carried on by 
the future citizens of Newton. Theio had 
been very intimate relations between tho 
public library and tho schools, so much so 
that f lic work in certain departments of 
the High School bad suffered materially by 
the closing of the library the pa t fiw 
months. In I lie branches of History and 
English literature, for instance, it was not 
considered sufHcicnt to merely commit to 
memory answers to questions, hut the sub- 
jects were studied by topics, which were 
given out, and the pupil had to prepare 
himself as lie could. Tho school authori- 
ties had provided a laigo mini tier of books 
of reference, but not enough of course to 
compare with the library. In English lit- 
c ature, not only tho text was studied, but 
the lito of the author, his surroundings, 
tho purpose lie h din writing, and other 
points which caused the pupils to consult 
the library. It was not necessary for him 
to add to the tributes paid to the librarian, 
hut lie would not do justice if he did not 
refer to the great assistance she liad ren- 
dered both teachers and pupils. Edward 
Everett had said that a man who lias 
learned to read lias already the means to ac- 
quire a liberal education, and this was 
true, as shown by the great number of self- 
educated men. He would not even dispar- 
age unsystematic and discursive reading, if 
only good hooks were chosen, and those 
only could he found in the Newton library. 
At tho close of his remarks, Mr. Cutler 
was again the recipient of enthusiastic ap- 
plause, which was very signiiicant as show- 
ing the feeling of the people invited to at- 
tend tho re-opening of the library. 

REV. II. K. PIERCE 

was the next and last speaker, ami spoke 
at some length on the work of a library, 
and tho great advance in the reading of the 
best hooks caused by the Chautauqua idea. 
He recommended the reading of standard 
works, and the avoidance of fictitious lit- 
erature.

THE SCHOOL COMMUTE S MISTAKES. 

WHY DO Til KY NOT «1VK TIIK PUBLIC Till: 

FACTS? 

Editor of the Graphic: 

May I, a graduate of tho Newton High 
School, bo permitted to add a few to the 
many words, wise and unwise, that have 
already been spoken upon this question 
that is occupying the thoughts of tho 
people of Newton to-day. 

The article by Miss Stewart that appeared 
in your issue of June lltli, 1 should de- 
cidedly class among the wise words, and 
to all that she said 1 can heartily say Amen! 
but I would like to go a little farther still, 
and touch upon some points that have not 
as vet been considered. 

I was one of the pioneer members of the 
Newton High School. Ono of tho number 
who on that well-remembered bright itop- 
tember morning, first entered the doors of 
the original building, now so enlarged and 
otherwise changed as to bo hardly recog- 
nized as our old school home. I have 
watched the growth and progress of the 
school with the keenest interest; have re- 
joiecd in its prosperity, and deeply sym- 
pathized with every movemont calculated 
to add to its honor aud dignity. 1 have 
deplored what seemed to mo grave mis- 
takes in its management on the part of the 
school committee, and iu ono of these mis- 
takes, it seems to me, lies the foundation 
of the present difficulty. During the four 
years of my connection with the school, I 
board very little said about discipline, or 
the necessity for it. We were not angels 
any more than the boys and girls of to- 
day. We possessed the same traits, wero 
just as fond of fun and a jolly good time; 
though had we enjoyed one-half of tho ad- 
vantages that are so freely given to the 
pupils of to-day, wo should have thought 
ourselves in school Paradise. We had most 
of us attained tho age when boys and girls 
do not require so much discipline. With 
the abolishment of written examinations 
for admitting candidates to tho school, 
there has been a gradual but steady deteri- 
oration in the behavior of High School 
scholars. Then, to pass such an examina- 
tion successfully, was considered a glory 
and an honor, eagerly sought after, and a 
subject of such congratulation among the 
friends of tho aspirant, as to cause her or 
him to feel that the very best behavior only 
was worthy of the occasion; and that the 
time had conic to put away childish 
things, and speak and act like ladies and 
gentlemen, in tlieso latter days, entrance 
to the High School is made so easy that 
very young children in large numbers are 
enrolled as pupils. As a necessary result 
of this letting down tljo standard of ad- 
mission, the school soon became over- 
crowded. Class rooms, recitation rooms, 
teachers’ rooms, and even dressing rooms, 
were filled to overflowing. Put sixty pu- 
pils into a room adapted for thirty, with 
but little ventilation aside from tho wind- 
ows, which cannot bo opened without seri- 
ously endangering the health of those 
seated nearest them, and what follows? In 
less than half an hour, tho air breathed 
over and over again by sixty pairs of lungs, 
becomes so vitiated, that the aching heads 
and dulled senses refuse to work; and is it 
any wonder that idleness, mischief and 
roguery ensues until the teacher is driven 
to the verge of distraction? 

Is this Mr. Cutler’s fault? Mr. Cutler’s 
room was originally intended to seat fifty 
pupils. It lias been made to hold more 
than twice that number during the past 
two years. It has been also used as a 
dressing room for tho boys, aud ornament- 
ed with coats and hats to the great annoy- 
ance of its occupants, and in damp or 
stormy weather, resulting in more than one 
instance in serious illness among those 
whose seats were nearest the wet ulsters 
and dripping umbrellas. 

That Mr. Cutler is able to maintain any 
discipline at all under such trying circum- 
stances, speaks well for his ability in that 
direction. But there is another cause unj 
dcrlyiug all this, which more than any- 
thing else, is responsible for the present 
difficulty, and that is want of proper homo 
training. Examples of this may he daily 
seen on our public streets, in the cars anil 
in the concert room, and other places of 
entertainment. The wise old precept 
“Train up a child in the way he should go” 
is evidently not practiced with sufficient 
care in many of our homes. If boys and 
girls are allowed unrestricted liberty at 
home, though tho head master wero to 
combine the wisdom of Solomon, the pa- 
tience of Job, and the strength of Samson, 
yet would lie bo unequal to the demand 
made upon him; that out of such ele- 
ments lie shall bring perfect order and ab- 
solute submission to what is after all but 
delegated authority. 

Complaint has been made that a scholar 
could absent himself from school at any 
time he chose, for any purpose whatsoever. 
The rules of the school reouiro a written 
request, signed by one of the parents for 
dismissal, and an excuse similarly signed 
for absence. If a boy can persuade his 
father to sign an indefinite number of 
blank sheets of paper, which ho can fill up 
with requests for dismissal or excuses for 
absence at his own pleasure, how is tho 
teacher to know that they wore thus ob- 
tained? That this has been done by both 
boys and girls is a well-known fact, and 
Mr. Cutler is held responsible. 

Let the responsibility for the alleged lack 
of discipline bo shared by tho parents of 
the scholars, and not be allowed to rest 
wholly upon the heavily burdened should- 
ers of tho hend master. 

Again, should the head master be held 
responsible for inefficiency iu teaching, and 
incapability to govern as displayed by the 
teachers under him? lie lias nothing what- 
ever to do with selecting them. They are 
nominated by the High School committee, 
elected and assigned to their respective po- 
sitions by the general committee, and it 
seems to me it is the beard who are respon- 
sible for them, and not the head master. 

There are twenty-six hours of recitation 
beside |two drill hours during the week. 
Mr. Cutler personally attends to recitations 
seventeen of those hours. He has the im- 
mediate charge of a largo class in his own 
room. 11c keeps the record of attendance 
of 450 pupils, a record of all their marks, 
attends to all excuses, presides at a mati- 
nee held for delinquents every afternoon, 
ami how manv other duties besides these 
he is expected to perform, l cannot say. 
Can any ono conscientiously claim that t 
faithfully discharging all these duties ho 
should in addition, be held responsible for 
the deficiencies aud delinquencies of, the 
teachers under him? 

And now I ask Mr. Cutler’s pardon if I 
refer to a personal charge that has been 
made against him, frivolous if true, but if 
not true, us I have every reason to believe, 
affording an illustration of the injustice to 
which he lias been subjected. 1 allude to 
tho charge that Mr. Cutler is in the habit 
of smoking. A member of the school 


board is authority for tbo charge that lie 
indulges in iImr habit without reserve, “in j 
season and out of m asoii.” 

I have taken rmins to make sonic investi- 
gation of this charge, and have yet to find 
the scholar, boy or girl, who ever saw Mr. 
(hitler engaged in that practice, or who had 
ever so much as heard a rumor of it. So 
much for its truth, lie may possibly smoko 
at home. Whose business is it if bo docs? 
if ho finds that he cun in no other w ay so 
ffcctually quiet his ovcrtaskml and wearied 
nerves? 

Tho committee arc responsible for other 
specifications of complaint, so looso, vague 
and inconsequential in their nature, as 
reasonably, in the absence of better aud 
plainly avowed reasons, to justify the im- 
pression that they may have been the real 
occasion of Mr. Cutlers removal. Is it not 
time they dropped tho mantle of reserve 
and mystery in which they have chosen to 
envelope this matter, aud allow the citizens 
of Newton to jiulgu for themselves ns to 
the justice of their proceedings? 

It cannot be denied that they have taken 
upon themselves a grave responsibility in 
severing such relations as exist between 
Mr. Cutler and bis pupils, in whom lie lias 
succeeded in inspiring such confidence, re- 
spect and aff ection, as have no parallel in 
tho history of the school. 

Tho 450 pupils ol tho school, the parents 
and guardians of these pupils, and the cit- 
izens at largo, whose servants the school 
committee are, and to whom they aio re- 
sponsible, have a right to tho possession of 
all facts, charges or inducements upon 
which tlie action of tho committee is 
based. 

Theirs is no longer the confidence of the 
public, if this is withheld. 

If the parents of Newton will pav more 
attention the behavior of their children at 
home, there will be no occasion for so 
much discipline at school. If citizens will 
more earnestly realize tho important na- 
ture of the trust. which they commit to the 
board of school committee, then shall our 
High School be again a glory and an honor 
to our oity, and we, her sons and daught- 
ers, shall be proud to call her our Alma 
Slater.
